AFM Warns 
On the NRA 


No local union rule will be 
voided by any clause of 
blanket code 


o 

NEW YORK, Aug. 14. — Joseph N. 
Weber, president of AF of M, issued in- 
structions to all locals last week to ef- 
fect that the blanket code of the NRA 
should not be misunderstood to apply 
in variation to already existing local 
rules, and does not in any way set aside 
the by-laws of any local of the federa- 
tion. 

“In other words, if a union rule pro- 
vides for a higher wage and lesser hours 
than are provided for in the blanket 
code, then the blanket code does not 
set aside the iaws of the union. Locals 
still have control over their members 
and can insist that they receive the 
price stipulated by the rules of their 
local and work hours provided for in 
same.” 

Weber stated in his announcement 
also that it would no doubt be neces- 
sary for him as president of the federa- 
tion to remain in Washington for many 
weeks, “So as to be continually in a po- 
sition to contend for the rights of our 
organization as soon as the necessity to 
do so develops. That such will be the 
case, judging by the nature of the 
proposition, is a foregone conclusion.” 


Cireus Code Most 
Interesting Problem 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The matter 
of a code for the circus industry prom- 
ises to present ome of the most inter- 
esting of the problems being developed 
in connection with the alignment of all 
industries under the National Recovery 
Act. It would appear that only thru 
the taking of this matter up with NRA 
in a tentative way and the drawing up 
of a suggested code at which to shoot, 
as it were, may the most troublesome 
of the problems presented be ironed out. 
Experience has shown that NRA execu- 
tives have been willing at all times to 
confer with representatives of different 
industries in an effort to aid them in 
the drafting of particularly puzzling 
sections of their codes. An example of 
this is furnished in the conferences had 
by representatives of the legitimate 
theater with Deputy Administrator Sol 
A. Rosenblatt and, on occasions, even 
with General Hugh S. Johnson, admin- 
istrator. The procedure, as it has been 
followed before, has been the drafting 
of the best pessible tentative code under 
existing circumstances following confer- 
ences with and possible suggestions 
from deputy administrators. After such 
tentative code is submitted informal 
conferences are had between the deputy 
aiministrator in question and typical 
representatives of the industry inter- 
ested. 

When such informal conference is 
held conflicting interests within the in- 
dustry or those of conflicting views are 
afforded an opportunity to iron out 
their differences and to reach the best 
Middle group in sight. As it has been 
Put in connection with the legitimate 
theater code, it was largely a question 
Of give and take, some giving, some 
taking. Agreements thus reached are 
incorporated’ in the tentative code, if 
they pass muster with the deputy ad- 
Ministrator, and the code is then

World’s Fair on Cash Basis 


CHICAGO, Aug. 14.—It was an- 
nounced Friday by Major Lenox R. 
Lohr, general manager of the 
World’s Fair, that the exposition 
is now on a cash basis and is in a 
solvent condition. The fair’s bonds 
have all been disposed of, $6,500,000 
to the general public; $400,000 to 
employees of the fair, and the re- 
mainder to contractors and other 
builders. From now on, Major 
Lohr said, all employees will be 
paid in cash. 

The fair now has about 4,600 em- 
ployees and a daily pay roll of more 
than $17,400. It was estimated that 
up to Friday $12,768,000 had been 
spent at the fair, $3,360,000 at the 
gate and the remainder inside.. At- 
tendance at the fair on Friday— 
Illinois Day—was 231,744.

ABA Holds Wild Meeting To 
Discuss Vaude, Legit Codes 


Cheers and recriminations punctuate stormy session— 
Equity and NVA delegations attend—800 performers 
present—proposals are all finally approved 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—More than 800 performers crowded the Hotel Edison 
Ballroom Tuesday night to hear the Actors’ Betterment Association present its 


criticisms of the legit code and its suggestions for a vaudeville code. 


They ap- 


proved all of the proposals, but only after a stormy session full of hisses, cheers, 
yells and recriminations. At times it threatened to turn into a riot, but the cool- 
headed chairmanship of Georgie Price, first vice-president, managed to maintain 
order and push the business thru. The meeting was called to ratify the ABA's 


criticisms of the proposed legit code, so 
that the ABA committee could present 
them at the code hearing Thursday and 
also to discuss the ABA’s suggestions for 
a vaude code. However, a local daily 
printed a story that the ABA would 
attack Equity, and an Equity delegation 
attended to defend Equity. In addition, 
it was known that a vaude discussion 
would come up and several loyal NVA’s 
were present and they tried to stampede 
the meeting. 

The meeting started with Price as 
chairman, since Eddie Dowling, the 
president, was out of town. On the stage 
were Assistant District Attorney John J. 
Sullivan, Magistrate Jonah J. Goldstein, 
De Wolf Hopper, Kenneth Harlan, Dave 
Vine, Billy Glason, Jackie Osterman, 
Harry Richman, Hy Goldstein, Gus Ed- 
wards, Hal LeRoy, Harry Hershfield, Ar- 
thur Tracy and Ralph Whitehead. 


It was discovered that Frank Gill- 
more, Paul Dullzell and Mrs. Emily Holt, 
of Equity, were present and Price in- 
vited them on the stage. Gillmore 
declined for them. Then telegrams were 
read, including one from the German 
White Rat Society, the mention of which 
brought the house down. 


The ABA’s stand on the proposed legit 
code came next. Gillmore was given the 
floor and made an eloquent plea to 
discontented legit actors, pointing out 
that Equity got as many concessions as 
possible and that further demands 
would cripple legit productions. He was 
applauded, but his suggestions were not 
accepted during the voting on proposals. 

After the ABA’s legit proposals were 
okehed Chairman Price and Secretary

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and therefore being able to play on 
however, was always slight, and Equity 
has now hurdled it entirely. Equity 
action was hastened by the hear- 
ing on the motion picture code, in 
which the vaudeville code will be in- 
cluded, and also, it is figured, by the 
appointment of Ralph Whitehead, of 
the ABA, as the official instigator of 
the vaude code, Whitehead having been 
asked by NRA Deputy Commissioner Sol 
Rosenblatt to hasten formation of the 
vaude regulations. Equity is now ex- 
tending its jurisdiction over all pres- 
entations appearing in motion picture 
houses, perhaps the most radical move 
that the organization has made since its 
attempt to organize the picture field in 
1929. A second attempt of Equity in 
that section is also imminent, with de- 
velopments having been awaited almost 
daily ever since the bank holiday in 
March. 

Immediate action is coming on 
Equity’s intention to take over the pres- 
entation fielc, with the organization fil- 
ing a code for presentation houses im- 
mediately. 

Frank Gillmore, president of Equity, 
said Saturday: “Equity’s action antici- 
pates its appearance before the adminis- 
trator by a few days. It is necessary to 
take this step now to prevent exploita- 
tion of actors and performers in that 
work by well-meaning but irresponsible 
people. 

“On July 29 Chorus Equity filed a 
code, signed by me as president, and 
Miss Dorothy Bryant as executive secre- 
tary, covering wages and working con- 
ditions of chorus members in presenta- 
tion houses. Equity anticipates few dif- 
ficulties in working out the details of

Parks Permitted 
Temporary Codes 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14—A co:nmit- 
tee of nime members of the National 
Association of Amusement Parks and 
the American Association of Pools and 
Beaches last Wednesday submitted thru 
Deputy Administrator Sol A. Rosenblatt 
their resolutions asking certain exemp- 
tions for the industry.

Attendance increases as 

out-of-towners flood city

CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—The World’s Fair 
must be credited with helping local thea- 
ters to chalk up one of the most prosper- 
ous summer seasons they have had in 
several years. Ordinarily at this season 
the Loop is barren of legit shows. This 
summer has seen a comparatively large 
number operating and at the present 
time there are four holding forth, with a 
fifth to open Tuesday. Both legits and 
movies have shown a considerable in- 
crease in business during the last two 
weeks and this is attributed directly to 
the heavy influx of out-of-town people 
here primarily for the fair. 

The four legits now running in the 
Loop are Dinner at Eight, at the Grand 
Opera House; Take a Chance, Erlanger, 
up more than 30 per cent in attendance 
the past week; Her Majesty the Widow, 
Cort, and Skidding, Studebaker. Peggy 
Be Careful, which was scheduled to 
open at the Blackstone Sunday night, 
has been postponed to Tuesday because 
alterations in the house could not be 
completed sooner. 


Loop movies as well as the legits are 
benefiting by the thousands of visitors 
in town for the fair. The Chicago, 
B. & K. ace house, with Sally Rand, fan 
dancer, as the feature attraction, is 
packing them in. State-Lake, across the 
street from the Chicago, also has been 
doing near capacity. The Roosevelt, 
Castle, Warner’s Orpheum and other 
downtown houses all are doing excellent 
business. The outlying houses, too, have 
picked up and sevegal that have been 
dark for months are being reopened. In 
ill it looks like a prosperous summer 
and early fall for local houses. 


Crime Seeps 
In Show Biz 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—With the grad- 
ual decline of the beer racket as the 
biggest crime industry in the country, 
rackets have begun to creep into the 
show business, according to Randolph 
C. Shaw, Special Assistant Attorney 
General from Washington, assigned to 
investigation, and “as the drive pro- 
ceeds such methods will be eliminated.” 

Shaw would not go into detail, as it 
is his assignment to do the exposing, 
but it is understood he had reference 
to “procuring agents” posing as theat- 
rical agents, “strong-arm methods” for 
getting or preventing productions and 
various other rackets which employ 
gangsters in obtaining money.

Legit Code Incomplete As 
Washington Hearings End 


All members indorse it, but more hearings necessary be- 
fore final draft will take all branches under wing to 
satisfaction of all—will trust to co-ordinators 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—One of the important evolutions of the code hear- 
ings in Washington may be changes in the matter of cut-rate and throwaway 
tickets, which originally was banned absolutely by National Alliance of the 


Theater, as it adopted code of practices several weeks ago. 


Stock managers ob- 


jected to the ban in hearings here, and the matter was taken for advisement, 


which may allow some liberality in the contention. 


William A. Brady fought 


hard for elimination of the practice, but stock men brought up some facts show- 


ing that they had to use some high 
pressure methods, because they sold 
material that went to patrons who would 
not go to the legit theater of their own 
accord unless they were persuaded by 
such promotion. This practice was de- 
nounced by some of the producers as one 
most detrimental to the theater. 


The code was indorsed by all present, 
with understanding that it was not yet 
complete. Brady also objected to legit 
custom of Sunday law, saying that 
movies, circuses and golf clubs were 
open on Sundays, and that it wasn’t 
fair that legit shows should be the only 
ones to remain shut. 

Georgie Price spoke for Actors’ Better- 
ment Association, calling for its de- 
mand of a $10 day minimum for actors, 
but plan was unheeded, as nearly every- 
one agreed the price unreasonable since 
a walkon would make as much as an 
able actor in such case. ABA also 
brought up alien law, but Rosenblatt 
stated this was already under govern- 
ment supervision and unnecessary clause 
in the code.

‘Murder’ Case 
Enuf To Slay 


It may make the gagsters 
laff, but how about those 
worried about next meal?

NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—Several inter- 
esting ideas of human psychology have 
erisen from Murder at the Vanities, 
which quit rehearsing yesterday be- 
cause, as things look, they’re going to 
have to do the show with the backstage 
wall and radiators facing the audience 
unless Earl Carroll (pardon), unless 
Murder at the Vanities secures some 
money to pay off $6,000 cowed to scenic 
artists on the last Earl Carroll show. 
If it doesn’t play at all it’ll throw a 
couple hundred folk out of work. 

Carroll has Nothing, absolutely noth- 
ing, to do with Murder at the Vanities, 
because that is a corporation and Car- 
roll is only one of its hired help, acting 
in the executive capacity of the show's 
manager. 

Victor Roudin, known as employer for 
the show, calls it a “strike” and com- 
pares the scenic artists with striking 
coal miners who were made to walk 
chalk pretty quickiy by the NRA. 
“NRA won't permit a coal strike; cer- 
tainly it’s not going to permit a, thing 
like this,” said he. 

This is very similar to the case of 
Walter Reade and the Savoy Theater 
union projectionists who had a contract 
with him. Union men were supposed 
to be out of luck. Courts decided 
Reade had to pay finally. 


Costumers Seek 


Code Adoption 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—Leaders of the 
theatrical costume industry met Wednes- 
day to prepare a code under the NRA 
at the offices of J. M. Goddard, attorney, 
and an executive committee was formed 
to draft the code. One of the subjects 
under lengthy discussion at the meeting 
was the elimination of the temporary 
workrooms set up by certain producers. 
It was especially noted that Earl Carroll, 
in his production of Murder at the 
Vanities, is planning to make all cos- 
tumes 1n his own workrooms. The code 
will seek to prevent such practices. 

The importation of foreign-made cos- 
tumes was also discussed, and Goddard 
said that in his opinion one of the 
greatest evils in the industry was the 
allowance of credit to producers who 
meet their obligations only if the play 
is successful—and not always even then. 
The executive committee will seek to 
prevent that, too, when it formulates its 
draft. 


Paris Amusement Receipts 
Show Only 12 Per Cent Drop 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Thru Eric 
T. King. chief, Specialties Division, De- 
partment of Commerce, it is learncd 
that statistics gathered by George R. 
Canty, who “follows the films” for the 
Department in Europe, show that after 
five years of continued improvement re- 
ceipts from nearly all forms of public 
amusement in Paris, France, declined 
during 1932 by nearly 94,000,000 francs 
(average rate of franc 3.95 cents) or 
some 12 per cent, as compared with 1931. 


Circuses and skating rinks fared 
slightly better than in 1931, while ci- 
nema receipts, which are more than 


three times as large as any other form 
of entertainment, reached the remark- 
able total cof 359,328,746 francs, as 
against 360,900,000 francs during 1931. 
Music halls and concerts were listed as 
showing the largest relative declines.

Federal Trade Commish Ends 
Latest ASCAP Investigation 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—The Federal 
Trade Commission investigators have 
completed their research into the busi- 
Ness and practices of the American So- 
ciety of Composers, Authors and Pub- 
lishers and have presumably left for 
Washington to file their report. Investi- 
gation took several weeks and was sup- 
posedly started at the behest of the Na- 
tional Association of Broadcasters. This 
is not the first time the organization 
has been investigated by Washington. A 
few years ago the motion picture in- 
terests also had the federal authorities 
look into the matter, but ASCAP was 
given a clean bill of health 

ASCAP officials profess not to be par- 
ticularly concerned about the investi- 
gation since they state that if anything 
is wrong with their methods the sooner 
they find it out the better, since they 
are still in process of building up their 
organization; also that in their opinion 
the broadcasters would not want to see 
the society broken up since it would 
not mean lower license fees for them, 
but a complicated arrangement of pay- 
ing the fees as well to many individual 
writers, publishers and smaller organ- 
izations. 

In the meantime ASCAP collected a 
total of $160,000 during the month of 


July from broadcasters, a high mark 
for all time. Approximately $40,000 of 
this sum comes under the head of freak 
money not included in the average for 
the month. Back pay on license fees 
and new licenses to such large stations 
as KFI, Los Angeles, which had a con- 
tract of its own that ran until last June, 
made up the extra #40,000.

NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—Sol Rosenblatt, NRA deputy administrator for the 
amusement field, got tired of waiting for the circuits to submit a code for vaude- 
ville and appointed Ralph Whitehead as the man to take the initiative in getting 


a code drafted. 


Whitehead is the executive secretary of the Actors’ Betterment 


Association, and was in Washington, along with Georgie Price and Irving Schneider, 
when Rosenblatt assigned him to the job after the legit code hearing had ended. 
Rosenblatt complained that no employers’ group in vaude had made any move 


to submit a vaude code, and asked 
Whitehead to go ahead and contact the 
employers for conferences on a code. 

The appointment is a distinct surprise 
to the trade. The circuits had made 
vague references to taking care of vaude 
in the picture code now being com- 
pleted, while the indie users of vaude 
show no interest. Rosenblatt obviously 
had to get the code started somewhere, 
and the ABA's agitation for a vaude 
code probably convinced him he could 
start at that point. 

Whitehead nas already started work, 
getting together a small committee to 
draft suggestions based on the ABA’s 
own “code” sent to Washington last 
month. He has also wired Rosenblatt 
in Washington, asking him officially to 
notify the circuits of the appointment, 
thus paving the way for conferences. 

The position of the NVA and Equity 
as to a vaude code is uncertain. Earlier 
in the week the ABA had written to 
Rosenblatt, protesting any recognition 
by him “of any code submitted by the 
NVA as an alleged actors’ code, on the 
ground that they are controlled and 
financed by managers, which they freely 
admit, and for that reason, obviously, 
cannot consistently make provisions in 
a code for the betterment of the actors’ 
welfare.” Since the status of the NVA 
is that of a company union, and the 
Roosevelt administration frowns on such 
organizations, obviously Rosenblatt could 
not consider them 

Henry Chesterfield, secretary of the 
NVA, on the other hand, says he has 
conferred with circuit heads on vaude- 
ville, and that the NVA is waiting for a 
vaude code hearing, so that it can pre- 
sent its suggestions. 

As for Equity, it has just announced 
its intention of extending its jurisdic- 
tion into the presentation field, with no 
action taken as yet on regulation vaude- 
ville. It has already submitted sugges- 
tions for a code for presentation houses. 

It is believed by many that Eddie 
Dowling, president of the ABA, worked 
behind the scenes to push the organi- 
zation. It is known that he long-dis- 
tanced Washington twice during the 
legit hearing, and that he has a high 
regard for Whitehead’s knowledge of 
vaude conditions. 


Aylesworth Explains Action 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14. — Foreclosure 
action against RKO Corp last week was 
explained by H. M. Aylesworth today as 
being no more than a legal step to bring 
trustee and interests of debenture 
holders under supervision of the Court 
of Receivership. He said the operation 
of RKO would not be affected at all.

The Dows say they found they 
couldn't get sufficient playable acts for 
their Newark house, and so went in for 
units, rehashing and embellishing stan- 
dard talent, and throwing in flashy sets 
and lines of girls. Three producers are 
working on these shows, the Dows 
figuring they misht as well send out 
the units after the Newark date. 


The first one of a series is Broadway 
to Hollywood, 30 people including a line 
of Ned Wayburn girls, which opens Fri- 
day at the Allyn, Hartford, and goes to 
the Paramount, New Haven, week after. 
Manhattan Moods and Footlight Parade 
will follow.

CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—Initial bill of 
the Circle, Indianapolis, which goes into 
a full-week vaudeville stand on August

— With vaude 
houses desperate for b.-o. draws, freak 
acts are getting a break once more. Not 
for months have there been so many 
newspaper headliners grabbing good 
dough for odd vaude dates. Most of 
them are aviators, but the scandal boys 
and girls are right behind. The latest 
potential b.-o. threat is Mrs. Jessie Cos- 
tello, now on trial for the murder of 
her husband in Salem, Mass. Vaude 
agents, hoping for eventual acquittal, 
have been after her for weeks. Cecil 
Mayberry claims he has just landed an 
option on her for personal appearances. 

Dave Hutton and Aimee Semple Mc- 
Pherson Hutton, both prominent in the 
tabloid press, are two others finding 
vaude 2 soft spot for quick dough. Hut- 
ton has been playing on the Coast on 
guarantees ranging from $1,000 upward, 
plus percentage. Hutton’s baritoning at 
Warner’s Hollywood a couple of weeks 
ago drew some well-aimed eggs, but 
Hutton can buy plenty of new suits 
with a grand. He is being submitted 
to RKO now. Aimee, the evangelist, on 
the other hand, has just returned to the 


Coast and says she is going into vaude, 
too. 


Then there are the aviators. Wiley 
Post, round-the-world record holder, 
took a nice $5,000 for a week at the Mu- 
sic Hall, while Jimmy Mattern, who 
didn’t quite make the round-the-world 
flight, was satisfied with $3,500 for a 
week at the local Paramount. 


In the boxing ranks, which often pro- 
duce good vaude draws, only one real 
b.-o. draw has emerged lately. He is 
Primo Carnera, new champ, who took 
a $2500 guarantee at the State last 
month. 


Namgs made by the newspaper head- 
lines don’t always bring profits to a 
house. Sometimes, when the theater 
has misjudged the public's reaction, the 
patrons stay away with remarkable 
unity, while at other times the actual 
draw doesn’t cover the huge salaries 
paid. Vaude acts actually resent freak 
names because the latter grab the heavy 
portion of a vaude budget and leave 
peanuts for the acts providing the 
actual entertainment.

NEW YORK, Aug. 14. — Announced 
last week that an investigator of the 
State Board of Social Welfare had been 
appointed to inspect the NVA Lodge at 
Saranac, word from there tcday said 
that he had arrived and was going from 
room to room inquiring of patients 
what, if any, their individual complaints 
might be. He will remain there for 
several days and will then submit a 
complete report to the department. At 
the same time the sanatorium inspec- 
tion is being made Irving Schneider 
was in contact with the attorney gen- 
eral’s office in connection with the pro- 
posed investigation of the NVA funds, 
money derived thru the contribution 
system in theaters thruout the country. 
Schneider instituted the inquiry into 
sanatorium conditions and is pressing 
action on the Fund in his capacity as 
counse] for several members of the NVA. 

Schneider claimed last week that 
“pressure had been brought to bear to 
quash the investigation.” He said he 
had received several phone calls from 
persons he did not know who had asked 
him to quit. Henry Chesterfield stated 
that there was nothing to fear, and 
that he was sure no one from the NVA 
Club had asked Schneider to discon- 
tinue. 

Chesterfield was treasurer of the 
Fund, but it was learned today that 
William J. Lee signs all the checks now, 
and as the Club and Fund are divorced 
units, Chesterfield said any probe of 
the Fund was entirely out of his juris- 
diction, as he had nothing to do with 
collections. 

Schneider sent letters to all the big 
circuits last week, as they were listed 
on NVA FPwnd stationery, asking what 
part the circuits played in NVA Pund 
membership. One letter received from 
the legal department of Loew's stated 
that Loew’s was no longer a member 
of the NVA Fund. The note was signed 
by Leopold Friedman. Another letter 
said that the circuit concerned wished 
to have more information from 
Schneider regarding his activities, be- 
cause it was interested in the meaning 
of the probe which is planned. 


No Vaude for Hipp; 
Pop Opera Again 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—Vaude will not 
return to the Hippodrome here in fall, 
the indie operators figuring on bringing 
back pop-priced opera and then follow- 
ing it with a spectacle policy. Pop-

NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—As Paramount 
reorg becomes strong under dictator- 
ship of S. A. Lynch, adviser to trustees, 
probably the final effort to move the 
mountain is being launched by Samuel 
Zirn, attorney for minority bondholders, 
with an action filed in Circuit Court of 
Appeals to remove the trustees and 
Referee in Bankruptcy Henry K. Davis. 
It may be heard in October, tho reorg 
may be complete by then. 

While Lynch was appointed as ad- 
viser, he has virtually become dictator 
because of his knowledge of all the 
Para strings which reach over country 
and across the water to foreign lands. 

In all the partnerships which have 
been negotiated on a 50-50 basis Para- 
mount, thru Lynch manipulation, holds 
the keys to remove the operators On a 
moment’s notice if Para finds fault with 
their business methods. While Para is 
ridding itself of theater operation, it 
may be only for the purpose of saving 
itself the trouble of bringing them back 
to normal, then it would easily be pos- 
sible to bring them all back under a 
central operation such as formerly pro- 
vided under the Publix banner.

action against RKO for $75,000. 

Miss Grace claims that as the result 
of her discharge she has been unable 
to obtain employment, is shunned by 
her friends, has suffered indignation 
and loss of her former associates in 
society.

the first to feel the good effects of the 
movement. 

The general acceptance of a five-day 
week and a shorter workday will mean 
more leisure for the masses and a 
greater potential public for the theaters. 
Increasing the purchasing power of the 
masses also means potential dough at 
the box office, while the theaters getting 
behind the NRA and cashing in on the 
increasing patriotic spirit is still an- 
other angle. Every major circuit in the 
country has accepted the NRA blanket 
code pending a permanent code and the 
display of NRA banners at theaters is 
admittedly helping the box office. In 
several instances where the NRA banner 
did not arrive at a theater, managers 
say patrons made many inquiries. Indies 
that have failed to go NRA admit their 
business has been hurt. 

The film industry's participation of- 
ficially in the NRA agitation, thru of- 
fering the screen’s use, is another angle. 
Circuits report audience’s cheering when 
NRA trailers are flashed on. 

The film and theater industry is help- 
ing itself by accepting the blanket code, 
as some of the increased purchasing 
power of its employees eventually 
trickles back to the theater. RKO, for 
example, has already taken on 215 addi- 
tional employees in its 90 theaters. Loew 
will probably take on around 300 in its 
125 houses. It has also let out contracts 
for building and improvements amount- 
ing to $250,000, this including the erec- 
tion of a Loew-MGM radio station in 
Long Island City. In the theaters Loew 
has increased the pay of some of its 
assistant managers to $35, so that they 
need not come under the blanket code, 
while RKO is having the chiefs-of- 
service sub for assistant managers going 
on a 40-hour week. 

Warner, operating close to 500 thea- 
ters, has increased its pay roll figure 
about $16,000 a week by coming under 
the blanket code. 


MEMPHIS, Aug. 12.—Compliance with 
the blanket code of the NRA by 18 
Memphis theaters added approximately 
$500 and some 10 persons to weekly pay 
rolls of these theaters. 

The two Loew houses, the State and 
Palace, added five employees and nearly 
$200 to their joint pay roll. Warner 
took on three and $66. The neighbor- 
hood and subsequent run theaters in- 
creased their pay rolls a total of be- 
tween $225 and $250. 


Summer Price Policy Clicks 


LONDON, Aug. 1—An experiment by 
George Black at the Liverpool Empire, 
largest of the Moss Empire houses in 
the provinces, whereby the admission 
prices were cut by 50 per cent to cap- 
ture the summer trade, has been highly 
succesful.

sh besides It almost seems, as it 
lines up, like One of the London Palla- 
dium’s Crazy Weeks. The “names” in- 
volved are strong, and the customers 
were quick to respond, both with at- 
tendance and applause. At the end of 


the first show opening day the orchestra 
was filied, with the shelves showing a 
strong business—which is no bad reccrd 
for a warm and fair summer day.

Shows are stiil built around Milton 
Berle, now in his fourth week, and are 
run in revue style, with Berle in and 
out every act; that is, almost every act 
except one, this week, and that was 
Ethel Barrymore’s. Dramatic critics, 
everyone to the man, and newspaper 
people were up in arms fearing that 
Berle would take the same intimate 
rights with the dignified Miss Barry- 
more as he has in the past with other 
women on the bills. Miss Barrymore, 
however, took things in her own hands 
and would not consent to appear unless 
she was treated with respect and pro- 
found silence on Berle’s part as far as 
she was concerned, not even allowing 
him to announce her as the next act. 
Berle is keeping his stuff pretty clean. 

Show opens with the Eight Exdie 
Court Steppers, dressed in usher uni- 
forms, marching up the aisles to the 
tune of The Voice of the RKO. Mount- 
ing the stage, they give Berle a rasp- 
berry salute as he comes out. After a 
few minutes of talk he sings another of 
his flag-waving ditties, this one with 
the title of Roosevelt and the NRA. 
Then gags a bit with Vivian Janis and 
a blackout follows. 

Arren and Broderick, in a turn labeled 
Opera in the Ruff, were quite rough, 
particularly Charlotte Arren’s singing. 
After her first song the audience were 
holding their ears, Not knowing it was 
done in burlesque manner, or was it? 
She borrows Beatrice Lillie’s roller-skate 
exit after her first song, returning in an 
Oriental costume for a comedy dance. 
John Broderick contributes a piano solo, 
The World Is Waiting for the Sunrise, 
with variations and part of the melody 


picked on the piaNo strings like a harp. 
Charlotte returns and burlesques an 
Operatic singer and had them applaud- 
ing loudly as they bowed off. 

Berle returns with Milton Charleston 
in Tarzan costume for some gags and 
clowning and then three short black- 
outs. 

The Eddie Court Steppers, now in 
full dress, went thru an ensemble tap 
routine and gave several of the mem- 
bers individual chances for trick steps 
that elicited much applause. Vivian 
Faye followed with a beautiful and 
graceful toe dance that featured turns 
on one foot. She wasa hit. After that 
there was some more business between 
Berle and Charleston and a rather long 
doctor’s office sketch. 

Vivian Janis then came on and ren- 
dered My, Oh, My, first as she would 
sing it and then as Zasu Pitts and Mae 
West. Followed it with Lazybones and 
almost stopped the show. She should 
be allowed to sing more. 

John and Mary Mason did _ their 
roller-skate act and invited several 
youngsters for a ride, but eliminated 
using the fat lady stooge at this show. 
Berle repeated the parody on several 
popular songs he did on his second week 
and went over big. 

Ethel Barrymore and Company, in Sir 
James M. Barrie’s The Twelve-Pound 
Look, closed. the show and, contrary to 
all expectations, she could be heard 
clearly, altho the subtleties of Sir Bar- 
rie’s dialog were lost in the large house. 
She played her role in the usual 
Barrymoresque manner and was sup- 
ported by Harry Plimmer, Edward MC- 
Hugh and Georgie Drew Mendum.

A good vaude show, headed by Morton 
Downey, just back from Europe, with 
his voice still honeylike and his waist 
still expanding.

He does impersonations of movie 
stars, using no costume or make-up 
changes and putting over each brief 
number effectively. His last number, 
the Lon Chaney, is weak, however. 

Collette Lyons hasn't got such hot 
material, but she has a breezy bubbling 
style that lets her romp thru the act 
without any trouble. She’s the dynamic 
type of comedienne, throwing her gags 
end cute tricks all over the stage and 
drawing a good line of laughs. George 
Snvder does straight canably. 

Morton Downey still has that sweet, 
soothing voice gals love to hear, espe- 
cially when it sings popular tunes about 
love and the moon. He did Sweetheart 
Darling, Valley of the Moon, Shadow 
‘Waltz, I’ve Got To Sing a Torch Song; 
Sweet Dreams, Pretty Lady, and for an 
encore Irish Eyes. Sings right into the 
mike aNd displays his usual genial 
personality. 

Roye and Maye close the show with 
their class dance flash.

DE LUXE SHOWS 


Original Roxy, New York 


(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, August 11) 
(First Show) 

The most amazing thing about the 
Original Roxy show this week is the 
business it's doing. Smart publicity and 
tieups can account for some of it, but 
not for all; it’s the best business—at 
least at the first show opening day— 
that this reporter can remember seeing 
in the Roxy for years. Some of it ts 
probably due to the Madison Square 
Boys’ Club Quintet, five youngsters who 
Obviously had their following for their 
first appearance, but that can’t explain 
it all either. At the end of the first 
show opening day the entire house was 
filled—and it’s a house that takes a lot 
of filling. Not only that, but the lobby 
was about half filled by those waiting 
to get in, and they were even standing 
in back of the balcony. It looked like 
the Music Hall. 

The ricture is Buster Crabbe in 
Tarzan the Fearless, and, somehow, itn- 
explicably, it must account for the busi- 
ness. The customers must have been 
kids who want romantic melodrama and 
gals who want romantic male buttocks 
prominently displayed. 

The stage show is a nice layout, with 
the acts keeping up a high standard 
thruout, and the only lesiowns coming 
with the production efforts, which were 
for the most part slow. 

Opens with the Gae Foster Girls doing 
a pretty black and gold ballet, inter- 
rupted to allow for the ace adagio antics 
of the George Andree Foursome, who 
drew a very heavy hand. After Schooler 
and his boys have played‘an arrange- 
ment of pop pieces, the emsee announces 
the Madison Square Boys’ Club Quintet, 
comprised of Puddinhead McCarthy, 
“Red” Stafford, John Russell, Henry 
Hull and “Red” Heslin. They're young- 
sters of around 11 or so, and thev sing 
a couple of pop medleys with Schooler 
accompanving them at the piano. They 
have excellent harmony and beautiful 
highboy soprano voices. A bit more 
rehearsing might help and also giving 
them an act instead of just letting them 
stand still to sing—but the kids are 
there just the same. They got a rous- 
ing hand, encored, and the biggest kid 
had to beg off. 

Stan Kavanagh and his well-known 
comedy juggling were the hit of the 
show. The kids in the audience loved 
it—and so did the adults. Kavanagh's 
grand work earned him not only three 
curtain calls, but also a full, man-sized 
show-stop. 

Following that, the Phantom Voice 
sings over the p.-a. system, and the Fos- 
ter kids do a slow and under-rehearsed 
moon dance. At the end of it Mildred 
Patterson, a lovely lass, rises on a tall 
pedestal from the orch pit, and on that 
tiny platform goes thru some nice con- 
tortion and control work. The Phantom 
Voice sings again, the Foster kids zet 
on the pit elevator and everything de- 
scends. 

Belett: and Lamb are in next-to-shut, 
with their amusing comedy, rough-and- 
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tumble, song and dancing. The stand- 
out of the act is Gil Lamb's ecceniric 
hoofing. but Miss Belett does good work 
thruout, and her fast whirls at the end 
get the pair off to swell applause. They 
had to beg off. 

Lillian. Shade, the headliner, is in the 
final spot, singing thru the mike. It 
is a mistake to hand her a mike even in 
a house as large as the Roxy. Not only 
is it ummecessary, but it actually spoils 
the effect of her voice. She sounded 
hard and nasal today, but it was prob- 
ably more the fault of the p.-a. system 
than the singer. She also gags pleas- 
antly with Schooler and ends things 
with the Roxy theme song.

Radio City Music Hall. N. Y. 


(Reviewed Thursday Afternoon, Aug. 10) 
(First Show) 


Using no one but the staff personnel 
this week, the Music Hall managed to 
put on @ stage show that did much to 
make up for last week’s pretentious 
nothingness. Production ideas were 
better than usual, and with no “names” 
on the bill at all the numbers socked 
across with more than the usual Music 
Hall punch. Or with more than the 
usual Music Hall lack of punch. 

The overtrure this week is Melodies of 
Yesterday. An artist’s studio is seen, 
with the choral ensemble dressed in 
costumes representing a de luxe pro- 
ducer's idea of a typical Latin Quarter 
brawl. Among the numbers were Pomp 
and Circumstance, Dance of the Come- 
dians and Hungarian Dance No. 5. Jan 
Peerce received a warm ovation, so did 
Ross Graham, and, not to be outdone, 
Viola Philo came across with an excel- 
lent piece of singing. An unbilled dance 
team relieved the heavy musical con- 
tinuity. 

The second part of the show, entitled 
Feline, is best described as cute—if you 
can place cuteness in the vast open 
spaces of the Music Hall. Against a 
backdrop of a dozing cat beside a basket 
of colored varn, the Roxyettes come out 
in colored sections imitating a bunch of 
kittens. They go thru one of their ex- 
cellent routines and wind up (which is 
exactly what they do) by pulling out 
corresponding colored strings of yarn 
and entangling themselves. 

After the newsreel comes the piece de 
resistance, Blue Prelude. It opens up 
with the choral ensemble dressed in 
blue and huddled together either in 
sympathy with or in fear of the “blues.” 
Ross Graham comes in here for a Nice 
hand on his excellent version of Blue 
Prelude. The curtain drops and then 
rises again on a mirrored turntable as 
Hilda Eckler does a grand piece of danc- 
ing backed by the entire crew—the bal- 
let corps, the Roxyettes and the choral 
ensemble. A futuristic setting entirely 
in blue helped greatly to sock the num- 
ber across without counting what the 
dancing and music did to the customers. 

Picture is Pilgrimage (Fox) and was 
responsible for a bit more even than the 
usual crowd.

Chief endeavor of the show this week 

ls to bring out patriotism, and every- 
thing is an NRA and Roosevelt plug ex- 
cept the juggler, with various emblems 
and stage sets all taking the red, white 
and blue colors. 
_ Lee Sims and Domay Bailey went on 
in first show, but were forced to discon- 
tinue their three weeks’ billing due to 
Miss Bailey’s illness. She has been suf- 
fering from bronchitis, but may recover 
for engagement next week. Senator 
Murphy did the pinch-hitting in front 
of the nation’s capitol building set, with 
his comical monologue on prohibition, 
NRA, codes and traffic, which won con- 
siderable favor.

Serge Flash was 
On alone after a couple of curtains on 
NRA, and.did some marvelous juggling 
and balancing which received a full 
Tesponse from the house. 

The ballet routines were not extraor-

George Olsen and his music (plus, of 
course, Ethel Shutta) make up the stage 
show this week. It’s an excellent band 
act, tho it relies almost completely on 
ear entertainment. The only dancing is 
contributed by Pops and Louis, the pair 
of sensational colored kids who were 
injected into the layout to play a re- 
turn engagement at this house. Pic- 
ture ‘s Three-Cornered Moon (Para- 
mount), and attendance at the second 
show opening day was good 

Emery Deutsch leads the pit boys 
thru an overture of Lehar melodies in 
excellent style, contributing a nice fid- 
dle solo himself. After the newsreel 
Mr. and Mrs. Jesse Crawford play the 
twin organs, giving a series of European 
pop hits and ending with a paraphyase of 
an English song, with words plugging 
the NRA. Naturally, it brought down 
the house. 

Olsen anl his 18 boys are in a very 
effective penthouse set, with the New 
York skyline seen outside. They 
right into their music, with one of the 
trumpeters crooning dreamily thru cne 
number, and a couple of the other boys 
doing a silly-ass Englishman special as 
the next. Margie has still another lad 
coon shouting, and as a finale the en- 
tire brass section down at the footlights 
blowing like mad for a stirring and ef- 
fective close. 

Olsen then announces a new song, 
The Last Roundup, to be sung by Joe 
Morrissen, whom he plugs heavily. Mor- 
risson is a fine-looking lad, so good- 
looking that al] the gals who crowded 
and pushed to see Robert Montgomery 
last week ought to make the Paramount 
their stopping place this time. And 
in addition Morrisson has a clear, lovely 
voice and something else besides, an 
indefinable something that makes for 
huge effect. After he does Learn To 
Croon as an encore he retires to a huge 
hand. Olsen gives the gals his phene 
number; some of them probably wrote 
it down. 

After a trio of the lads does Off to 
Buffalo, first straight and then as it 
would sound on a broken-down phono- 
graph (an amusing number), Olsen 
builds up Pops and Louis and intro- 
duces them as Boris Morros’ nephews. 
The colored youngsters come on for their 
amazing harmony and sensational tap- 
ping and brought down the house. 

Morrisson sings an anti-depression 
number written by two of the lads in 
the band, and four of the boys do an 
amusing burlesque on the quartet from 
Rigoletto. Then Ethel Shutta comes on 
to do Lazy Bones in her own inimitable 
style, helped out on the second chorus 
by Olsen. She follows it with a Ger- 
man number and ends up with a grand 
rendition of I Love Mountain Music, as- 
sisted by some of the lads.

Retailing Beer 


Urges Attractive Prospectus 


Prosperous spots plan to blossom out into chain organi- 
zations thru customers anxious to share in by-the-glass 
profits—stock offered as low as five bucks a share 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.— Prosperous establishments whose earnings apparently 
have been greatly enhanced thru the sale of 3.2 and who plan to branch out 
with additional spots are distributing folders to their respective patrons, offering 
them a proposition to share in the “prosperity accompanying the return of 


beer.” 


In nearly every case it is merely a case of selling stock in the corporation 


to the customers at a low price to enable everybody to buy at least one share. 
Thus one long-established chain of tavern-type restaurants supposedly tied up 


with a leading brewery is distributing 
folders to the patrons which state in 
part that during the first month of the 
return of legalized beer 500,000 glasses 
of the brew were sold and a net profit 
shown of over $20,000 for the month. 
Increasing the sales of the brew, accord- 
ing to the folder and prospectus, is 
merely a matter of enlarging the chain 
and providing spots wherein to do the 
selling. 

It is estimated in this particular folder 
that a few more restaurants—25 in all— 
would be able to sell 20,000,000 glasses 
yearly and a _ million-dollar profit 
realized, enough to pay $2.50 on the 
stock. The repeal of the 18th Amend- 
ment would further increase the profits. 
Thus in order to add about 150,000 
shares of stock, the shares are offered 
to the public at five bucks each. Easy 
payments arranged and the broker’s 
name is given below. 


Profits of sale of beer by the glass is 
a more profitable business than sale at 
the brewery, says another organization, 
and the gag with this concern is that 
many stockholders allowed to buy stock 
at a low price will that many more cus- 
tomers and they may bring their friends, 
etc. Most of the stock plans are con- 
sidered fair and legitimate. Other spots 
with entertainment find it even easier 
to get more stockholders, the glamour 
being a good salesman.

Broadcasting System is not looked upon 
with any great amount of glee by the 
network officials. The ramifications that 
can develop are sufficient to change the 
network status in some cases to a pain- 
ful degree. 

While it has always been the boast 
of broadcasters that senators, congress- 
men and government officials use the 
networks to their advantage personally 
as well as to that of either the govern- 
ment and the people, occasional use of 
the chains by lawmakers are considered 
choice instances why some _ changes 
should be made. 

Senator Royal S. Copeland, senior Em- 
pire State lawmaker in Washington, is 
doing a series of five broadcasts over 
a Columbia Broadcasting System hookup 
covering New York, Albany, Buffalo, 
Rochester and Syracuse. And this series 
is in itself pointed out (secretly) a pos- 
sible reason why Washington may be 
forced to bear down on certain practices. 
Broadcasts started last Thursday and 
end tomorrow. 

Senator Copeland was a “quicky” and 
rushed to the five-station hookup with 
only the spot announcements earlier in 
the day that Senator Royal S. Copeland, 
senior senator from the State of New 
York and former New York City Com- 
missioner of Health, had an important 
message for the people of the city of 
so-and-so; in fact, the population at 
large. He was to talk on the milk strike. 

Going on at 9:15 p.m. Thursday and 
Friday and at 8:15 p.m. on Saturday 
Senator Copeland attacked the milk 
strikers and explained the situation, as 
well as the racketeer methods that were 
coming into practice at the up-State 
milk sheds, the causes and remedies, etc. 
As head of the committee Congress set 
up to study the racketeer situation he 
was naturally interested and his talks 
seemed quite logical and apparently, fair 
and non-partisan. 


No mention was made at any time 
during course of the programs that 
Senator Copeland’s talk was being 
sponsored by the Dairymens’ League, 
Inc., the opposition that was fighting 
the milk strikers. It is possible that 
Senator Copeland, who has electrical 
transcription and other commercials 
to his credit, may have donated his 
services; also that CBS gave the time 
on five stations for five broadcasts 
gratis. In which case the strike ele- 
rnent would also be entitled to have 
the same free time on the air, accord- 
ing to the recent ruling on stations 
and political opponents. 

However, it is known that the Dairy- 
men’s League, Inc., contracted for the 
broadcasts and instances like these it is 
feared are bound to result in subsequent 
embarrassment for the networks.

Ask ABA To Submit 
Radio Artist Code 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—Sol Rosenblatt, 
Deputy NRA Commissioner, looking after 
all theatrical and allied codes, appears 
to be incensed over the fact that no or- 
ganization or person to date has in- 
formed him of any official code being 
set up for radio artists. 

Toward this end he requested Ralph 
Whitehead, executive secretary of the 
Actors’ Betterment Association, Inc., to 
draw up and submit a code, which, of 
course, would later be co-ordinated with 
that of other theatrical artists, etc.

It 
is supposed that Whitehead will ap- 
point a committee of radio artists as 
soon as possible to formulate a tenta- 
tive code and take it up before an open 
forum of radio artists.

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FEAR FOR CHAIN LIBERTY 


Network Officials See Capital 
Attitude About Due for Change 


Been getting away with too much probably to suit all 
factions is belief—Dall and ABS draw attention; CBS 
shields propagandist sponsor 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—Network officials and other farsighted radio men see 
nothing but the word “embarrassment” written across the Washington horizon 
for the two chains in question, with the day of certain special privileges supposed 
to be accorded them soon to be a thing of the past and such enjoyments as came 
about from alleged domination of the radio situation at the capital about to 
come to an end, or at least throttled down to slow motion. Altho the reasons are 
many, some generally known and others considered inside angles, the fact that 


President Roosevelt’s son-in-law is chair. 
man of the board of the Amalgamated 
Broadcasting System is not looked upon 
with any great amount of glee by the 
network officials. The ramifications that 
can develop are sufficient to change the 
network status in some cases to a pain- 
ful degree. 

While it has always been the boast 
of broadcasters that senators, congress- 
men and government officials use the 
networks to their advantage personally 
as well as to that of either the govern- 
ment and the people, occasional use of 
the chains by lawmakers are considered 
choice instances why some changes 
should be made. 

Senator Royal S. Copeland, senior Em- 
pire State lawmaker in Washington, is 
doing a series of five broadcasts over 
a Columbia Broadcasting System hookup 
covering New York, Albany, Buffalo, 
Rochester and Syracuse. And this series 
is in itself pointed out (secretly) a pos- 
sible reason why Washington may be 
forced to bear down on certain practices. 
Broadcasts started last Thursday and 

nd tomorrow. 

Senator Copeland was a “quicky” and 
rushed to the five-station hookup with 
only the spot announcements earlier in 
the day that Senatcr Royal S. Copeland, 
senior senator from the State of New 
York and former New York City Com- 
missioner of Health, had an important 
message for the people of the city of 
so-and-so; in fact, the population at 
large. He was to talk on the milk strike. 

Going on at 9:15 p.m. Thursday and 
Friday and at 8:15 pm. on Saturday 
Senator Copeland attacked the milk 
strikers and explained the situation, as 
well as the racketeer methods that were 
coming into practice at the up-State 
milk sheds, the causes and remedies, etc. 
As head of the committee Congress set 
up to study the racketeer situation he 
was naturally interested and his talks 
seemed quite logical and apparently, fair 
and non-partisan. 


No mention was made at any time 
during course of the programs that 
Senator Copeland’s talk was being 
sponsored by the Dairymens’ League, 
Inc., the opposition that was fighting 
the milk strikers. It is possible that 
Senator Copeland, who has electrical 
transcription and other commercials 
to his credit, may have donated his 
services; also that CBS gave the time 
on five stations for five broadcasts 
gratis. In which case the strike ele- 
rnent would also be entitled to have 
the same free time on the air, accord- 
ing to the recent ruling on stations 
and political opponents. 

However, it is known that the Dairy- 
men’s League, Inc., contracted for the 
broadcasts and instances like these it is 
feared are bound to result in subsequent 
embarrassment for the networks. 


BBC Woman Announcer 


LONDON, Aug. 7. — The British 
Broadcasting Corporation has appointed 
Mrs. Giles Borrett, a London woman, 
as its first woman announcer. She 
commenced her duties early this week 
when she broadcast the day’s news 
items from the BBC headquarters.

The program is sponsored by the 
Sparks-Withington Company as a 
radio and refrigerator program, 
with the entertainment coming 
from the Michigan State Prison at 
Jackson by remote control. 

The program consists of three 
performers, organist, violinist and 
singer, identified only by their con- 
vict numbers, which ties in well 
with the use of the “Mystery Or- 
ganist.” According to CKLW of- 
ficials, an enlargement of the prison 
broadcast, which now goes on the 
air every Tuesday night, is in 
prospect. 


WBBM May Be Sole 
Chicago CBS Spot 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—WGN, Chicago 
outlet for Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem, owned by The Chicago Tribune, is 
planning to break away from its CBS 
affiliation, and after November leave 
Station WBBM the sole Chicago out- 
let for CBS network programs. 

At present WGN and WBBM are 
dividing the CBS programs, and frequent 
complications arise for listeners, who 
sometimes don't know whether the CBS 
program in question will be on WGN or 
WBBM. With all CBS’ programs being 
heard thru WBBM, the network’s Chicago 
status will gain further prestige. WBBM 
is seeking permission from the Federal 
Radio Commission for full time to han- 
dle its full complement of CBS programs. 


New Sponsor Buys 
Buck Rogers Tale 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—The futuristic 
series of dramatic sketches, entitled 
Buck Rogers in 2433, will be sponsored 
this season by R. B. Davis Company, 
manufacturers of Cocoamalt, food bever- 
age. Programs, getting under way early 
in the fall, will be heard on an exten- 
sive CBS network, larger than that of 
last season. 

This serial script, with a year less on 
the title to make it 500 years ahead in 
round figures, was last season sponsored 
by Kelloggs for one of its cereal foods, 
thru N. W. Ayer & Son, and was con- 
sidered to have been a successful propo- 
sition for the younger element among 
the listeners. One of the very few such 
programs grabbing a new sponsor the 
foilowing season.

CBS To Have Outside Contacts 


With Agencies 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14. — Columbia 
Broadcasting System has decided to 
send out a representative from the art- 
ist bureau to sell talent to ad agencies 
or at least contact them on the propo- 
sition. Idea has been in vogue at NBC 
for some time, but CBS has in the past 
been sticking to the plan of selling tal- 
ent by the program method by way of 
the sales department calling upon the 
program and artist bureau when some- 
thing was to be submitted for a poten- 
tial sponsor or agency. 

Quite often the sales department of 
CBS squawked about the artist bureau 
not being in a position to dig up good 
stuff. while on the other hand artist 
bureau was supposed to be nursing the 
suspicion that the sales deparement did 
not know how to present the great 
Store of talent the artist bureau had on 
hand. 

It is supposed that the agency con-

tact will most likely tackle the agencies 
that have either small or no radio de- 
partment and possibly no radio ac- 
counts. By bringing a good proposition 
to the agency there is the possibility of 
inducing it to offer the proposed talent 
or program to those of its clients who 
may become radio-minded :f they are 
shown how. 


In regard to the larger agencies that 
have full-grown radio departments pro- 
ducing their own shows, an outside 
salesman can always sell individual tal- 
ent to fill in here and there or a name 
act around which a program can be 
built. By establishing a contact and 
giving personal services such a man is 
better able to sell talent than the artist 
Nureau, which must wait until it has a 
direct nibble via the sales department 
and regular channels, including the 
commercial program department.

Radio Artist Code 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—Sol Rosenblatt, 
Deputy NRA Commissioner, looking after 
all theatrical and allied codes, appears 
to be incensed over the fact that no or- 
ganization or person to date has in- 
formed him of any Official code being 
set up for radio artists. 

Toward this end he requested Ralph 
Whitehead, executive secretary of the 
Actors’ Betterment Association, Inc., to 
draw up and submit a code, which, of 
course, would later be co-ordinated with 
that of other theatrical artists, etc. 

Whitehead stated that he was more 
or less unprepared and at a loss for 
the time being as to a code for radio 
artists. Membership of the ABA in- 
cludes numerous names of actors and 
actresses on the air, but in nearly every 
case the artists in question are also on 
the organizations’ vaude list or legit. It 
is supposed that Whitehead will ap- 
point a committee of radio artists as 
soon as possible to formulate a tenta- 
tive code and take it up before an open 
forum of radio artists.

NEW YORK, Aug. 12—George M. 
Cohan has signed to start his first com- 
mercial radio series of programs, the 
sponsor being Gulf Oil, on its NBC Sun- 
day night broadcasts. First program 
will be heard on August 20, along with 
the Al Goodman Orchestra and the 
Revelers Quartet, with James Melton.

Goldenrod Revue 


Reviewed Friday, 8:30-9 p.m. Style— 
Revue. Sponsor—Goldenrod Brewery, 
Inc. Station—-WABC (CBS network). 


Beer account is covering territory on 
an 1l-station web that takes in key 
stations from Bangor, Me., to Baltimore, 
the New England States being par- 
ticularly well covered. Julius Tannen is 
emsee on this job, while Phil Spitalny 
and orchestra are on hand, along with 
a mixed chorus, a male soloist doing an 
occasional vocal, and guest star in the 
person of Marjorie Logan, contralto. 
Other guest stars are to follow, other- 
wise the program talent is scheduled to 
remain as is. 


Spitalny easily dominates the proceed- 
ings with a flood of richly arranged 
medleys that most assuredly follows out 
the announcer’s statement that it is a 
fast revue. Phil hands it out in dazzling 
doses, brilliant at times and somewhat 
along the lines of his recent NBC com- 
mercial, wherein he also had a slew of 
vocal talent subordinate to the orches- 
tra, coming in for a few bars occasionally 
to enhance the richness of the musical 
blend. Production end has been smoothly 
handled, but it is surprising that at 
least one of the medium or even higher 
priced vocal soloists on the CBS list 
wasn’t given a whack at the program 
somewhere admidship in either a fast or 
middle tempoed song by way of con- 
trast. At least instead of a guest star 
who meant so little as Miss Logan’s con- 
tribution toward the entertainment a 
— CBS artist could have delivered 

sock number. The spot is there, wide 
open. 

Tannen might have done better, 
choosing his monolog from the news of 
the day, yet he proved different and 
fairly enter-aining nevertheless. On the 
stage he was one of the very few who 
could be trusted to really ad lib. and get 
away with it. Radio perhaps cramps his 
style, since he is never sure when he 
has his biggest laugh and quit accord- 
ingly as he has done with a visual au- 
dience. He should build, however. 
Material included a bit on the Cuban 
situation, also Washington and the NRA. 
Later, on his second shot, he touched on 


Minneapolis and its climate as well as 
scientists, etc. In each case he intro- 
duced the number following him, such 
as Spitalny’s version of I Got Rhythm, 
and again Miss Logan, former Follies 
girl. 

Taking this offering as an examyle, 
there need be no fear as to the quality 
of the type of program the beer ac- 
counts are bringing to the networks in 
the territory covered by their respective 
distribution organizations. Sponsor's 
credits as well as the program compare 
favorably with that of better class pro- 
grams on the air; in fact, better than a 
vast majority. Orchestra opens with a 
bit of fanfare, the voices come in with 
their drinking song in softer tones and 
the credits follow in equally snappy 
style. Spitalny played a medley wherein 
the voices chimed in for awhile of 
Hallelujah, from Hit the Deck; Tea for 
Two, Without a Song, the latter a vocal 
chorus of a baritone and back to Hal- 
lelujah. The reprise style of reverting 
to the first tune was followed out on 
other occasions. At another point the 
orchestra tendered a jazzed-up version 
of the Second Hungarian Rhapsody, 
which was well adapted and arranged, 
as well as the voices that came in. 
Strike Me Pink started another Spitalny 
medley that included Let’s Call It a Day, 
done with a choir of muted trombones 
as well as a baritone vocal chorus, etc. 
Longer commercial credit was heard to- 
ward the close with the signature about 
the same as the opening, but even softer 
on the drinking song. Sponsor appar- 
ently wanted a fast revue type of pro- 
gram and he certainly got it. Spitalny 
is doing a unique job, but this reviewer 
would still like to hear a little more 
simple melody in some of the arrange- 
ments. It may make them more like 
others, bat will probably be appreciated 
by a greater number of listeners.

Pontiac’s view of the afternoon pro- 
gram idea is not hard to understand and 


in playing up to the woman of the house 
it has selected a choice minstrel in Don 
Ross, who has the he-man quality and 
richness of voice that characterizes the 
success of Singin’ Sam. Ross, while he 
may be on a hookup of over twoscore 
stations, is only starting out on his 
radio career, comparatively speaking, 
for he has the voice, the confidence 
and way with him that should enhance 
the value of any program of a musical 
nature to which he may be attached. 
He is bound to grow for the simple rea- 
son that he will add to the rounding- 
out of his possibilities as he goes along 
and when on programs that do not hold 
him down. This one does to the extent 
of having him in the role of a singing 
vagabond and his tunes and delivery 
must of necessity be confined to a cere 
tain style. 

Ross is using Singing a Vagabond 
Song as a signature and immediately 
following this he launches into a talk 
on the million-dollar car to be had for 
as little as $585 F. O. B. Pontiac with 
the easy grace that is the forte of some 
of our best announcers. Repertoire in- 
cluded Hold Me, Marjie; Don’t Blame 
Me, Sing, by the band, which got hot, 
and a full length version of his theme 
song. Toward the close Ross again de- 
livered the sponsor's credit touching on 
the “new deal” for car buyers, etc. Or- 
chestra in support didn’t sound like 
anything more than a five-piece house 
unit, but Ross is the program after all, 
so it doesn’t make much difference. Not 
that a better combination would do any 
harm. Quarter hour is on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. Ross was formerly heard 
out of Chicago. Program does a split 
network broadcast to Western points

Style — Dramatic sketch. Sponsor — 
Beech-Nut Packing Company, Inc. Sta- 
tion—WEAF. 

Beech-Nut products went for this 
script dealing with one of those Tark- 
ington style of adolescent yarns wherein 
the boy begins his run of puppy love 
and all of the ramifications attached 
thereto. The sighing and the heart 
throbs, the understanding father who 
knows exactly what is going on and 
usual situations are well acted for the 
most part. Story is similar to that of 
many others, on or off the air, and this 
particular script seems to have been 
given a sustaining tryout last season 
under a different name. 


Opening episode, each telling a fairly 
little complete story in themselves and 
easy to follow no matter when tuning 
in for the first time, dealt with the girl, 
who is also sought by another boy friend 
who can afford to take her to the movies. 
Red arrives at the house just about the 
time the competition is making over- 
tures of a movie date over the phone. 
The gal likes movies, however, and Red 
is soon on a spot what with being in 
line to buy a couple of movie duckets 
and no dough. The girl’s mother looks 
in and gives Red some money to pay his 
mother for a cake she bought at one of 
those charity bazaars, something she 
forgot to do at the time of making 
the purchase. All of which makes an 
obviously great out for Red. 

Program is on three times weekly and 
on at least one subsequent program 
wherein Red tangles up with an older 
woman, the words of the lady being well- 
nigh unintelligible. Perhaps we didn’t 
take in the whole situation having 
tuned in a little late. But there is still 
no point to a mumbling affair. Boy in 


the role of Red does unusually well and 
should win himself a favorable audience, 
particularly younger folk and women.

In publishing this number it looks as 
if the sponsors had to have a song of 
this caliber and got it out with undue 
deliberation. Perhaps under the impres- 
sion that it might attract prospective 
customers introductory to the firm’s 
worth-while outpt The result ap- 
parently Was uot a happy one. Jus. an 
ungrammatical title with the hoped-for 
“comedy classic” relegated to the discard 
of wasted energy. As to the melody, why 
it 1s Just one cf those things that might 
be accepted or rejected, according to in- 
dividual judgment. There is an attempt 
at satire and wise cracking, starting off 
promisingly enough but oozing into the 
conventional im the progress of develop- 
ment. Artists in search of something at 
variance with what they have been using 
will perhaps display some outward en- 
thusiasm in selecting the work, eventu- 
ally shoving it aside for something more 
concrete and tangible. There are three 
verses in the chorus, which is a corces- 
sion rather than an asset in the ditty’s 
favor. 


Hopelessly in Love With 
You 


For-Trot Ballad. By Charles Tobias 
and Nat Simon Published by Edward B. 
Marks Music Corporation. 


Patterned after songs that come under 
the caption of ballads with the custom- 
ary fox-trot tempo, and aided lyrically 
and musically with what seems more 
than the perfunctory care, this number 
will have to take its chances of success 
with others now in the field. The first 
strains of the chorus are catchy enough 
to want 1t repeated. And, it may be em- 
phatically recorded, this end has not 
been neglected. Encouraging claims al- 
ready have been made for it despite its 
newness, which, if we are to take these 
deductions literally, is an excellent 
augury. The competition, however, is so 
strong that to bank on a real winner 
with these styles of effusions is just like 
calling the turn in a spin of the wheel 
in roulette. If the turn is called, well 
and good. If not, it is Just another case 
of prcfit and loss. 


What’s a Fellow Gonna 
Do? 


For-trot ballad. By George Whiting, 
Billy Baskette and Irving Bibo. Pub- 
lished by Bibo-Lang, Inc. 

Crooners will go fcr this song. Not 
that its theme looms as one apart from 
the sorely-scratched and barrenless sur- 
face of natural ideas, but chiefly be- 
cause they will be able to indulge in a 
Tespite in the refrain. This comes in 
the way of an exclamation, “Ooh!,” so 
long abandoned that it is new again. It 
is repeated here and there, the music 
jibing in kind, with the tempo acceler- 
ated to suit one’s own interpretation 
without damaging the value of the num- 
ber as a whole. The tune carries a swing 
in keeping with modern demands. The 
lyric critically analyzed reflects the 
workmanship of somebody who knows 
how, and seemingly the style of Mr. 
Whiting, who has been writing jingles 
long enough to give the public what it 
wants without trespassing the bounds 
of harsh or unsingable words. 


Just a Year Ago Tonight 


Waltz ballad. By Billy Rose and Lee 
David. Published by De Sylva, Brown 
& Henderson, Inc. 


Simplicity with a certain essence of a 
soothing something in the music lends 
the prediction of a probable vogue for 
this effort. To all outward appearance 
it must have been a happy coalition of 
labor on the part of ‘the twain of 
Writers. They had a thought so dis- 
tinguishable in its many and various 
guises that in the hands of trained and 
skillful workers the result was a fore- 
fone conclusion. Uppermost, that one 
ls able to guess with easy accuracy what 
the song is about to convey. And again, 
the brevity in the verse, just two lines, 
Which gives an fmmediate key to the 
Sequence which has been adroitly fig- 
ured out. All in all, it is short and 
Sweet, with the term of “sweetness” sup- 
plemented advisedly. There is an extra 


optional line in the refrain, which helps 
to identify its purpose, especially to 
the less romantic and imaginable. An- 
other factor in its favor is that the 
rhythm will cater to the advocates of 
the waltz which, like a June rose, man- 
ages to survive each changing season. 


I’ve Gotta Get Up and Go 
to Work

Another number from the score of 
Moonlight and Pretzels, motion picture 
talkie, with the expected musical trim- 
mings and sound interludes. Radiating 
optiraism in every liné, it aims to prove 
that the depression is in the past tense; 
that if a real rainbow is not at the 
end of the golden path, there is one 
individual anyway who thinks he has 
found it. Here we have a chap who 
sets his household a stirring because he 
has a job, the first in many moons. He 
gives domineering orders anent how his 
eggs should be served, that he must 
have his shower ready and shouts other 
demands with austere, domestic author- 
ity. A breezy, blissful arrangement of 
melody. a brightness of aspect that isir- 
resistible enough to raise the song above 
certain conventional models. Differing 
here and there from that other example 
of hope in the offing, Happy Days Are 
Here Again, it manages to disseminate, 
both in text and tune that there is 
still a chance to view the future thru 
rose-tint glasses rather than obscure 
panes of gloom and disillusionment.

Ballrooms 


AKRON, O., Aug. 12.—Five-cent dance 
admission, lowest ever charged here, 
went into effect last week at East Mar- 
ket Garde™s, one of the best known 
ballrooms in Eastern Ohio. Reopened 
recently Fy Bob Newman with a taxi- 
dancing policy. with 10 cents general 
admission and 5 cents a dance, the spot 
iast week came out with an announce- 
ment that admission for the entire 
evening of social-plan dancing would be 
5 cents. Norm Carnes Orchestra is cur- 
rent there. Patrons have the option of 
bringing their own partner or may 
dance with one of the hostesses for 5 
cents a dance. 


CANTON, O., Aug. 12. — The dance 
marathon, which has been in progress 
for more than two months in the new 
recreation building at Meyers Lake Park, 
has been shifted to Moonlight Ballroom 
and regular dance sessions discon- 
tinued. Last name was offered July 
23, when Cab Calloway’s Orchestra ae 
tracted almost as large a crowd as &a 
year ago when 2,700 jammed the ball- 
room. Of the 75 couples which started 
on June 7, only 13 remain in the grind, 
which is likely to continue well into 
the fall. 


SPOKANE, Wash., Aug. 12.—The nickel 
dance is no more. About 20 resort and 
ballroom operators of the district have 
discarded the 5 and 10-cent dance in 
favor cf an established tariff of 15 and 
25 cents for women and men, respec- 
tively. Holiday dancing will cost 40 
cents, retufning the ballroom scale to 
1929 levels. Cost of operation and the 
need of co-operation among dance-hall 
Operators was given as the reason for 
the plan development. It also was de- 
cided to outlaw circulation of free tick- 
ets for city and county dances as an 
aid to business. Louis Vogel, owner and 
operator of the Natatorium Park pavil- 
ion, waited upon the city council to 
request action against dance-hall own- 
ers who violate this code of “free 
dances.”” Council stated no action could 
be taken other than to protect the 
morals of young people within the 
dance halls. -

Old-time dancers were 
invited up there free for the evening on 
August 2, with no charge for admission, 
dancing or checking, to introduce the 
new policy. 

Fischer opened the Campus Ballroom 
in the northwest part of the city under 
this policy about three seasons ago; a 
smaller hall, the Garden Center, is using 
an old-time policy,.in the neighborhood 
of the new Majestic, and other ball- 
rooms are using the policy on occasional 
nights. The movement took its origin 
with the introduction and patronage of 
Henry Ford, who sought to spread a re- 
turn to the style of dancing of 60 years 
ago, attending dances and giving wide 
publicity to the idea.

Some of our members seem to be 
under the impression that the Code of 
Practice filed by the Chorus Equity is 
now in effect. There was a hearing on 
this code in Washington August 10. The 
code will not be effective until 10 days 
after it has been approved by President 
Roosevelt. 

The National Recovery Act is not, as 
some persons appear to think, an oppor- 
tunity to have a number of impossible 
demands made into laws. The tendency 
has been to confirm working conditions 
which have been won already by labor 
organizations in the field under con- 
sideration, and to establish new and 
more livable working conditions for 
those workers who have not had the 
benefit of a protective organization. It 
is natural to assume that, in the main, 
working conditions that were acceptable 
to workers in the boom days of 1927 and 
1928 will be acceptable now. It is only 
thru unselfishness and a sincere desire 
to co-operate on the part of both em- 
ployees and employers that the National 
Recovery Act will be successful. 

The Chorus Equity Employment 
Bureau has calls for every production 
that is organized in New York. Occa- 
sionally our members complain to us of 
commissions they say they are forced 
to pay in order to obtain engagements. 
No member is forced to pay a commis- 
sion to get an engagement in the chorus 
if he will use his own Employment 
Bureau rather than call on an agent. 

A producer is interested only in get- 
ting a good chorus. No manager is go- 
ing to spoil his show to please an agent. 
We have found all managers anxious to 
co-operate with us in saving chorus 
people commissions. Only recently we 
had an unverified report that a certain 
agency was to supply an entire chorus 
for As Thousands Cheer. We wrote Mr. 
Harris about this, and had an immediate 
reply that all of his chorus people were 
picked by the management and that 
they had not applied to agents for 
chorus people.

Unexpectedly leaving a miscellaneous 
list of operettas to languish on the sign- 
boards of the Majestic, Milton Aborn 
came hack to Gilbert and Sullivan for 
the second show of his midsummer sea- 
son. He had tried with Gilbert and 
Sullivan in the spring, but, unlike the 
successful run of two years ago, the 
Savoyards had failed to click, and the 
program was greatly cut, much to this 
reporter's regret. 

The Bohemian Girl, produced a week 
and a half ago, was withdrawn before 
schedule, and The Pirates of Penzance 
hurriedly substituted, with only about 
a week of rehearsals. But not much re- 
hearsing is needed for the dependable 
Savoy cast that Aborn has reassembled. 
Frank Moulan—acting ‘‘comic” a bit 
mcre than was needed—was again the 
major general. Herbert Waterous, his 
big bass voice reverberating richly thru 
the house, was once more the pirate 
king. William Danforth was again an 
inimitable sergeant of police, and again 
Vera Ross was an excellent Ruth. 

Even with the veteran cast, however, 
there were evidences of under-rehearsal 
in spots. And occasionally the tempo 
of the tunes, particularly the choruses 


in the first act, was slow and lifeless, 
which was probably the fault of the 
conductor, Louis Kroll. Roy Cropper, 
not to? familiar with the part of FPred- 
erick, missed up on his lines occasional- 


ly, but partially made up for that by 
singing in excellent voice. Ruth Altman 
was the Mabel, the first time. I believe 
that she has plaved the part. She looked 
lovely and did nice work in the difficult 
vocal gymnastics of the role, which are a 
trial to any singer not thoroly familiar 
with them. 


The chorus work was for the most 
part good, and all of it was audible. 
There have been better productions of 
The Pirates, but at least Aborn is again 
bringing Gilbert and Sullivan to town, 
and that’s cause enough to cheer. The 
present revival is for just one week, with 
no announcement Of what's to follow.

Why anyone should want to unearth 
Tommy, of all the plays that have ap- 
peared since it was first produced, is 
beyond the understanding of this corner. 
A typical, simple, simple-minded, family- 
life comedy cf the Skidding school, it 
has nothing at all to offer today. It is 
doubtful, really, that it had anything 
to offer when it was first put on. Those 
were the boom theatrical days, one must 
remember. 

The plot is as false and cheaply put 
together as anything could well be; the 
humor is routine; the characters are 
stock puppets. It’s nothing but the tale 
of how two lads want to marry a girl 
and of how she insists on picking which- 
ever one her family doesn’t favor. That, 
it’s suggested, is the eternal way of 
womankind. Maybe it is, but it’s no 
reason to bore audiences for two hours 
and a half with Tommy. 


There is also an implication that 
politeness and general decency aren't 
particularly desirable qualities in our 
modern world. That, too, is true enough, 
but the fault is with the world and 
not with the qualities, something that 
the authors of Tommy evidently fail to 
suspect. 

A stock cast worked hard, with the 
best jobs being turned in by 
Maida Reade—always dependable—as the 
mother, and Seth Arnold as a kindly, 
intriguing uncle. Harlan Briggs was an- 
noying as the father and Charles Eaton 
went coy until it hurt in the title role. 
Alan Bunce, who directed, appeared 
briefly and breezily as the unsuccessful 
suitor. Janet McLeay, the girl, seemed 
to possess a certain something or other 
extremely pleasant, but you couldn't 
really teil in this play. 

Why reawaken Tommy from its bliss- 
ful obscurity? They'll be reviving 
Skidding itself next.

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THRU SUGARS 


During the absence on vacation of 
the conductor of this column, Brock 
Pemberton, lover of the theater, suc- 
cessful producing manager and leader 
in movements to improve conditions 
among stagefolk, acts this week as 
guest columnist. 


“ HAT’S it all about?” and “Does 
it mean anything?” are the 
two questions brother showmen 

invariably fire at me as I emerge from 

my summer home, the Avon, in West 
45th street, these August days. As one 
who hasn’t gumption enough to refrain 
from trying to run other people’s busi- 

ness instead of attending to his own I 

am a sort of perpetual committeeman; 

a man with a load of mischief. 

The brethren are naturally skeptical 
since they have heard the cry of “wolf, 
wolf” so often and have opened their 
doors only to find him still on the door- 
step. But this time I have a notion 
there is a surprise in store for them and 
that soon they will peer out to see the 
wolf slinking away to die in the bushes 
from the poison of the ills of the thea- 
ter, 


My reasons for this belief are these: 
For years the theater has been looking 
for a strong man to lead it out of the 
wilderness, but being full of strong men 
pulling in different directions its search 
has failed. No business is so dependent 
on individual initiative and personality. 
A playhouse flourishes for years because 
of the talents of its presiding genius. He 
dies and it is boarded up. Just as a 
teacher on one end of a log and pupils 
on the other constitute a university, so 
a few actors on One level and auditors 
on another make a theater. No wonder, 
then, highly sensitized individuals in the 
theater have preferred to play lone 
hands, 


But now a strong man has appeared. 
His name is Uncle Sam. He’s probably 
the first uncle to break into show busi- 
ness without putting up a Rolls-Royce 
or a bank roll. A great many people 
don’t know it, because a great many 
people don’t think, but the government 
has gone into business and to that ex- 
tent has gone Socialistic. And having 
gone into business generally it has 
adopted the theater. 

The National Industrial Recovery Act 
is designed to put men to work and 
thus give them money to spend. As it 
was framed to embrace all branches of 
industry it could not leave the theater, 
often a stepchild, out in the snow. 

Its machinery is so si«-ple it is a won- 
der it was not invented before. Un- 
doubtedly it had to wait for the capital- 
istic machine to break down completely. 
By putting men to work at higher wages 
it contemplates increased production. 
Both capital and labor can’t object to 
these aims. In order to insure their 
accomplishment it forbids either side 
from doing anything that would militate 
against it. 

The conditions governing this effort 
at recovery are set forth in a code. The 
managers have from time to time writ- 
ten their own codes wherein certain 
things were set forth as detrimental to 
the theater, but when a manager chose 
to violate the code and say, “Yeah? 
What you goin’ to do about it?” there 
Was no answer. 

The answer under the New Deal lies 
with Uncle Sam. Whenever anyone vio- 
lates the code he will raise the Big Stick 
and—off with his head. No longer will 
the recalcitrant manager, punch-drunk 
with success, the tyrannical labor leader, 
insolent with the strength of organiza- 
tion, or any of the other groups, eager 
to extend their advantages at the cost 
of others, be able to thumb their noses 
at the minority. ‘ 

. 


“Does it mean anything?” If the 
Recovery Act were less a law than it 
ils and had General Hugh Johnson as 
its administrator I would say it meant a 
lot. Having shaken hands with him I 
should hate to be the one to violate the 
code. If ever there was a stick of dyna- 
mite in human form it is Administrater 
Johnson. Back of him js President 
Roosevelt. One has only to consider that 
he has staked his whole administration 


on the success of this experiment to 
realize it must work. 
a. + - 

The amazing upturn in industry to 
date with the Act in its infancy indicates 
it will succeed. The legitimate theater 
is richer by its experience under the 
New Deal regardless of the eventual out- 
come of the experiment. For the first 
time in years it has been recognized by 
Washington as an industry to be en- 
couraged rather than to be humiliated. 
All of the Roosevelts are cosmopolites 
and as such lovers of the theater. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is no exception. He is 
the first President since Woodrow Wil- 
son to love the theater. 

This feeling is reflected in those who 
administer the Recovery Act. I had the 
good fortune to be one of the committee 
of managers who called on General 
Johnson to ask that a deputy be ap- 
pointed to help in formulating a code. 
We went in for Our appointment on the 
split second, were received graciously by 
the boss himself and were assured he 
sympathized with us in our problems 
and was ready to help. The same sym- 
pathy and understanding was given by 
John M. Hancock, the associate, who 
took us in hand when General Johnson 
had to leave to keep another arpoint- 
ment. We were told we wculd be given 
a co-ordinator shortly. 

We were in Washington Tuesday. On 
Friday Sol A. Rosenblatt was in the 
offices of the Theater League ready to 
begin his arduous task of reconciling the 
many conflicting interests that make up 
the theater. Within two weeks the com- 
pleted code was on its way to Washing- 
ton. No one who watched Mr. Rosen- 
blatt handle individuals and groups, who 
saw his unerring courtesy, fairness and 
keenness, questioned that he was the 
right man for the Job. 

It is interesting to note that the 
legitimate theater was the first industry 
to which a co-ordinator was assigned by 
the recovery administration, and that, 
having successfully completed his first 
assignment, Mr. Rosenblatt was imme- 
diately given the rest of the amusement 
industry to wrestle. e 


Only a professional optimist would be 
a producer even in good times. There~ 
fore it is not Important that it seems 
to me something revolutionary has hap- 
pened to the American theater. I have 
studied the Broadway scene for 23 years, 
7 as a commentator, 3 as a manager and 
13 as a producer, and I know the history 
of the countless campaigns tc correct 
the abuses that have all but strangled 
the theater. All of these insurrections 
have ended in failure, not because the 
majority was not in sympathy with their 
objectives, but because of the selfishness 
of a minority, usual!y small, and the ab- 
sence Of anyone with power to punish 
the minority. Now the first time some- 
one breaks the rules and loses his license 
the skeptics will learn what it’s all about 
and whether it means anything.

Herk believes 19 weeks 
will be ultimate’ route 
soon after opening 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—I. H. Herk, 
head gf the Empire Burlesque Associa- 
tion, is confident that the new season’s 
circuit will eventually reach a possible 
19 weeks before the end of September, 
and according to present plans it will 
get under way on Labor Day.

Each show will be equipped with 
a new wardrobe and better scenery than 
last season, and no cast will hold less 
than 32 people. 

Various burly factions are seeking to 
sign desirable talent, and a considerable 
number of artists are holding out for 
more money than was prevalent last 
season. To date the Empire, thru Rosen- 
berg, has signed numerous principals, 
names of sOme being withheld for the

Charles Einfeld, eminent 
publicist, sees war only 
one way 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—The war is on 
between Warner and Fox! No Fox pic- 
tures are being booked in the Warner 
theaters, and the Fox’sales force is more 
than busy signing up houses in opposi- 
tion to the Warner chain for Fox prod- 
uct.

HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 12.—Following a 
week of day and night study of the 
maze of conflicting claims of union or- 
ganizations which led indirectly to the 
Strike 9f 665 studio sound engineers and 
the walkout of 4,000 men and women 
of other crafts, the special fact-finding 
committee of the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences made its re- 
port yesterday, stating that settlement 
of the wage and working-hour ques- 
tion baek of the strike could be accom- 
plished by existing machinery set up by 
a basic agreement. 

The report of the committee stated 
at length the causes of the strike. It 
set forth the IATSE was a party to the 


basic agreement between unions and 
producers for arbitration of labor dis- 
putes without striking. The IBEW, 


which furnished men for some of the 
jobs vacated by the strikers, claimed the 
IATSE was not a party to this basic 
agreement and claimed jurisdiction over 
all sound men and other electrical work- 
ers. “Your cOmmittee finds no reason 


why the dispute between the locals can- 
not be now referred to and considered 
by the joint committee under the basic 
agreement,” the report stated. “Fur- 
ther, since the producers have asserted 
their willingness to consider wage 
claims ky the sound men your com- 
mittee finds no reason why such claims 
might not now be presented by proper 
uniform action of the locals represent- 
ing the sound men.” 


Commenting on the report, agents of 
the five striking unions and Richard J. 
Green, international vice-president of 
the IATSE, which sponsored the strike, 
informed the Academy Friday that they 
agreed with the committee report on 
the status of the strike. The union 
heads offered to submit their demands 
for improved pay and working condi- 
tions to arbitration. 

Meanwhile the strike 
on July 8 continues at the 11 major 
Hollywood studios, with production go- 
ing along with non-union help.

Utah Tax Now Two Cents 


SALT LAKE CITY, Aug. 12.—The

This picture proves conclusively that 
a juicy steak is better than a novel or 
even a novelist. Its high point is the 
supreme performance of Mary Boland 
as the rich, pampered and futile mother 
of a large brood of hellions who behave 
in adult life like nursery scamps.

The Musie Industry Code 


OPULAR music publishers have gone 
hook, line and sinker for their code, 
spending five full hours talking about 

it at a gathering that ratified the NRA re- 
quirements with an enthusiasm probably 
unmatched in the history of the music in- 
dustry. 

Once again the music men start from 
scratch, with every business practice strict- 
ly ethical and no room for unfair methods 
on the part of a big publisher in his com- 
petition with the smaller one. Competition 
is the word used, because the ethical big 
fellow can be undermined by the unethical 
little publisher who pays for plugs on the 
air, in vaude or pictures. 

It always has been the plaint of the 
would-be ethical publisher or professional 
manager that he is against all forms of ex- 
ploitation that require payment, but that it 
is imperative for him to pay for plugs if his 
competitor does the same. What will happen 
should prove most interesting. There are 
numerous artists who figure on obtaining 
so much weekly from music publishers and 
count it as tho it were part of their theater 
or radio salary. These same artists no 
doubt will turn on the publisher who cuts 
off their allowance. But if the artist finds 
no other publisher to kick in, then he will 
resign himself to the not so unhappy fate 
of picking songs on their respective merits 
and probably do his act a lot of good in 
the bargain. 

On the other hand, music men will 
choose songs for exploitation on their merits 
only and not on the premise that it is a good 
tune for so and so to sing, because so and 
so picks it and likes it, altho he may be 
unqualified to act as a judge of a song’s 
commercial possibilities. Many an artist 
ruined a program because he was paid to 
sing a song that probably did not suit his 
needs, much less that of the program. 
Which, of course, also goes for musical 
directors and orchestra leaders. 

Radio itself should benefit greatly in its 
better choice of selections, both vocal and 
instrumental, once the choice of songs on 
the air becomes a more honest proposition. 
The effects of the NRA code adopted by 
the popular music publishers are far reach- 
ing, far beyond the immediate doorstep of 
the music industry itself.

How Old Barnum Show Moved! 
Editor The Billboard: 

It locks as tho I started something 
in the July 22 issue about circus pa- 
rades. We have heard from Mr, Camp- 
bell, Mr. Casler and Mr. Macy (God 
bless him. Don't give up, oldtimer; 


your cat¢er isn’t over yet). 
agree with me. 

But I stated that they would see a 
circus parade next year with four, six 
and eight-horse teams. I did not ask 
for the return of parades. This man 
has a truck show now, second to none. 
He has plenty of money end loves the 
show business. That’s as tar as I can 
go, for a showman’s wore is his bond. 

One writer states that long jumps 
cost money. If the six shows that are 
in winter quarters this year had not 
cut dcwr so much they probably would 
be out now. Mr. Casler, of Amsterdam, 
N. Y., predicted this in 1931, when 
answering Mr. Littlefield in these col- 
umns. 

No bands, no parades, wild-catting, 
covering up paper, leaving the Side 
Show up till 11 p. m., trainmaster wait- 
ing for the wagons; next day, late ar- 
rival, late matinee, etc. They call it the 
depression ! 

More about Ned Brill’s band when I 
drove the front-door buggy or the old 
Barnum Show. I drove an employee to 
a hospital, with a policeman to show me 
the way. At the hospital the cop left 
me and in returning I became lost and 
just as I was looking for someone of 
whom to inquire my way, I heard the 
band playing. It was a beautiful waltz, 
with the calliope—the flying acts. I 
Said: “Let’s go, Captain,” and we soon 
found the lot. That's the kind of a 
band Ned Brill had. You could hear 
it for miles. 

That show moved fast; every stake 
was loaded at 12:30 am. There were 
some jumps of 250 miles and one-day 
stands. Every employee got a lunchbox 
over 250 miles. Today they go to the 
privilege car. The sidewalls were down 
at 10 o’clock on the Barnum Show; you 
could hear the band for miles. The Side 
Show came down at 9 o'clock except at 
two-day stands. And it did some busi- 
ness! Why? The parade brought them 
back at 12:30 p.m. and they stayed all 
day. 

This Barnum show was the fastest 
moving I ever saw for its size. “Happy” 
Jack Snellen was boss canvasman; he 
had every stake off the lot at 12:30 am. 
Every driver made three trips to the 
train, and no tractors and a parade every 
day. A lunchbox was called a dukey. 
Nowadays they say, “What’s the privi- 
lege car for? They've got to live.”

Sol Rosenblatt in Touch With 
Kelly, Hildreth on Circus Code 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Sol Rosen- 
blatt, appointed Deputy Administrator 
for amusements, has been in touch with 
John M. Kelly, representing the Ring- 
ling interests and the railroad circuses, 
and with Melvin D. Hildreth, chairman 
of the Legislative Committee of the Cir- 
cus Fans’ Association, the arbitrator for 
the Motorized Circus Owners and 
Agents’ Association. Mr. Rosenblatt is 
arranging for a conference in the near 
future at which the problems of the 
circus can be considered and a code 
submitted. 


Mr. Hildreth has already suggested to 
Mr. Rosenblatt that the fair trade 
agreement of the motorized circuses, 
adopted three years ago, will to a large 
extent solve its problem. However, 
there still remains to be settled the 
question of hours of labor and compen- 
sation. As Mr. Hildreth has pointed out 
to Mr. Rosenblatt, it is extremely dif- 
ficult to estimate the hours of labor on 


a circus. Should it be hours of con- 
tinuous labor, or time spent on the 
lot?

hibition. Shall those few minutes con- 
stitute his period of labor, or shall the 
time that he remains on the lot 
constitute labor? The same would ap- 
ply to a stake driver, who might work 
a total of four hours a day, or to a flag 
man, who might work a total of less 
than one hour in a day. 


There also is a definite problem in 
the matter of compensation. Shall the 
cost of transportation, the furnishing of 
sleeping quarters, the supplying of 
meals be reduced to a money basis and 
the whole added to the compensation 
of the employee? 

All of these matters will be thrashed 
out at conferences and the circus, in- 
cluding performers, labor and executives, 
may rest assured that everything will 
be done for the best interests of all 
concerned. 

It is the opinion of Mr. Hildreth that 
a universel code will benefit the circus 
as a whole, eliminating competitive fea- 
tures which are entirely destructive and 
thereby releasing energy for constructive 
purposes.

Iowa Managers Bar No-Chance 
Games; Taboo List Is Issued 


State association and group meetings join in movement 
against operator-controlled devices—lead is taken by 
Secretary Williams with eye on State aid 


MANCHESTER, Ia., Aug. 12.—Operator-controlled concession games that offer 
players no chance of winning and all devices intended for money gambling will 


not be permitted at Iowa fairs this year. 


This is the edict of the Fair Managers’ 


Association of Iowa, issued thru E. W. Williams, of this city, secretary-manager 
of the State association, following a series of conferences and action taken in a 
number of group meetings of fair secretaries thruout the Hawkeye State. A list 
of games to be barred has been sent broadcast in a special bulletin. Aside from 


a desire to rid themselves of much 
“prief” caused by the tabooed games, 
there is a feeling among Iowa fair execu- 
tives that any continued apparent ap- 
proval of no-chance games will endanger 
the State aid given to fairs thru the 
Legislature. 


“While fairs and their connections are 
controlled to a degree by local option,” 
declares Mr. Williams, “nevertheless the 
particular and important item of State 
aid reaches beyond the point of local 
option and is a point of issue over the 
entire State. 


Action Is Demanded 


“If we are to maintain our State aid 
every fair must take more than a passing 
interest from now on and put forth a 
decided effort to keep all undesirable 
games off the midways. This is not a 
thought or action by your board or any 
member, but is demanded by those who 
have the matter in charge. 


“A committee from your association 
has met with the departments in Des 
Moines end I hereby submit a list of 
concession games which cause no end 
of trouble and will not be allowed at 
our fairs: 


“Rollette, cage, chuck or other dice 
games, swinging ball, spot-the-spot, Big 
Tom Cat, roll-downs, add-’em-up games, 
skillo, set spindles, bucket ball, candy 
Or merchandise race tracks, money- 
gambling slot machines, no buy-backs or 
cash prizes on blanket concessions, ar- 
row spindle, log game, shell game, no 
strictly money games, no cappers or 
sticks allowed. 


Sentiment Is General 


“It is impossible to set forth a lst of 
those concessions we can use, but any 
fair man knows that many concessions 
are thieving, strong-arm stores of the 
very worst form, where the player has 
absolutely no chance to win. Very few 
of this class ever pay their privilege. 

“No fair receives suitable returns for 
a thieving, cheating concession in re- 
turn for the local complaints or for the 
damage as a whole affecting our State 
aid. This class of concessions takes the 
money. The fair gets little or nothing.” 

Mr. Williams said the action repre- 
sents practically the unanimous senti- 
ment of fair managers all over the State, 
who have expressed in group meetings a 
desire to. co-operate in the move against 
the banned games. 


Briese Flies to Montana 


CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—Art Briese, of 
Thearle-Duffield Fireworks Company, is 
flying to Great Falls, Mont., next week 
for the fair. Briese will have charge of 
the fireworks displays there and at 
other Montana fairs. 


Publicity Martyr 


DES MOINES, Aug. 12.—A. R. 
Corey, secretary of lowa State Fair 
board, has been in jail and out 
again, and the State of lowa 
and City of Des Moines are at legal 
odds, but the State Fair is under 
way in the form of a walkathon in 
the livestock arena. This, billed for 
the world’s championship, caused 
arrest of Mr. Corey, because it vio- 
lates a city ordinance. In court it 
was ruled that the city has no jur- 
isdiction over State property, and 
the walkathon, which had _ been 
padlocked, was begun again. Pub- 
licity accompanying the legal joust 
of city and State is having a whole- 
some effect on box-office gross and 
has caused Mr. Corey to lose any 
grouch he might have had over his 
arrest. It is hoped the contest, in

Senator E. C. Slocum, Glenham, an- 
nounced he would seek to have the pari- 
mutuel bill declared unconstitutional.

WELDON, N. C., Aug. 12.—Halifax 
County Fair Association has leased the 
fairgrounds to T. R. Walker Jr., Little- 
ton, who expects to operate a fair here 
this year. 


Dane County Scrip, Being “Hot” 
Money, Moves Fast To Help Fair 


MADISON, Wis., Aug. 12.—Because of 
numerous inquiries regarding Dane 
County Fair scrip, association officials 
issued a statement explaining why it 
has been issued and suggesting ways for 
its circulation. 

The scrip was placed in circulation 
about four weeks ago to clear an in- 
debtedness of slightly more thar 35,000. 
“There was no chance to pay these bills 
unless some method was put into oper- 
ation such as this self-liquidating plan 
which has successfully been used in 
other communities,” the statement says. 
No new scrip will be issued to meet ob- 
ligations for this year’s fair, August 24- 
27. 

Under the plan, Dane*County Fair 
bills have been paid in scrip. This scrip 
is passed on by the receiver by pasting 
a 2-cent liquidating stamp on the in- 
side. Each subsequent receiver likewise 
adds a stamp and in 59 transactions the 
scrip is redeemable at the fair secretary’s 
office with the dollar with which the 50 
stamps were purchased. 

In short, each holder of the scrip gets 
98 cents on the dollar, but there are 
advantages, too. For instance, one store

had an $84 account on its books for five 
years. Two years ago it was turned 
over to a collection agency on a 50-50 
basis. The collection agency turned it 
back last year. Several days ago the bill 
was paid in full with scrip. It cost the 
store $1.68 in stamps to pass !t on to 
creditors and employees, which was a 
comparatively cheap collection expense. 
Several other stores report they have 
accepted scrip on old accounts where 
they had practically given up collection. 


Scrip is so-called “hot” money since 
each holder is anxious to pass it on as 
soon as possible. It is estimated that 
$5,000 in scrip, circulated freely, becomes 
the motivating power for $250,000 worth 
of business. A number of Dane County 
communities are circulating the fair 
scrip and in some of these stores are 
soliciting business on a scrip basis. 


“We ask you to accept reasonable 
amounts of scrip, but don't pay full 
salaries, don’t try to load your creditors 
and don’t try to pay all your scrip in 
one place. Spread it around thinly,” 
fair officials suggest. Stamp sales indi- 
cate the scrip is circulating rather freely.

As an added grand-stand attraction 
for the second week A. F. Thaviu pre- 
sented the triumphal scene from Aida, 
featuring Sarvais De Zanco, tenor; Milo 
Luka, baritone; Janina La Boda and 
Burnice Ripley, sopranos, supplemented 
by a local chorus of 100. Costumes and 
lighting effects were elaborate and tre- 
mendous applause greeted each perform- 
ance. 

Lord Bessborough, governor-general of 
Canada, accompanied by Lady Bess- 
borough, viewed grand-stand attractions 
from a special box on August 4, later 
presenting prizes to major winners in 
the grain show competition. Visitors

The amusement section has seven 
men in the field around the grounds as 
supervisors; the busiest of these is 
Frank G. Perry, supervisor of the mid- 
Way. Perry has been in show business 
17 years and knows the rcpes. 

Raymond M. Koch, assistant manager 
of the Sky Ride, has spent 15 of his 32 
years in the theater business, starting 
as an assistant manager in Iowa, later 
becoming manager, and then spent 
seven years with Publix-Balaban & Katz 
at the Uptown and other houses. More 
recently Koch was with RKO as man- 
ager of the New York Hippodrome. 

The manager of Lama Temple is 
George C. Rice). who started his career 
with Alger Bros.’ Theaters, Urbana, IIl., 
in 1923. In 1926-’27 he was at Balaban 
& Katz’s Chicago Theater; from 1927- 
*30 assistant to Mr. Gonsior at Virginia 
Theater, Champaign, Ill., and from 1930 
to the start of the fair again with 
Balaban & Katz. - 

C. L. Hunter, supervisor for Northerly 
Island, has spent many years in the 
show business, starting as manager of 
the Lyric, Champaign.

Norman Hensler and 
his Hungry Five, with their bizarre 
music, Mike the Bear and a monkey 
and grind organ furnish additional pic- 
turesque atmosphere for the camp, 
along with the Indian encampment, the 
Wild West sports exhibitions and the 
various atmospheric spots like Jack 
Knife Ben’s, the Bucket of Blood Saloon 
and Deacon’s Recreation Parlor, where 
Homer and Herbert Hobson, Grover Mc- 
Cabe and others are ready to accommo- 
date those who are inclined to gamble. 
George Flint has a girl show, The 
Miner’s Dream, that is getting an ex- 
cellent play. All in all, the Days of °49 
is growing livelier every day.

Ten of the country’s leading 
colt trotters are expected to face the 
starter over the Good Time Park mile 
course in Goshen, N. Y., Wednesday 
afternoon.

The 
meeting under his directfon was the 
first Grand Circuit meeting in history 
to run for such an extended period, and 
now that it is over, he has scored one 
of the greatest successes in the hundred 
years that racing has been before the 
public. 

Wilson has shown the die-hards and 
oldtimers that modern and novel innova- 
tions can be introduced, can be made 
successful and popular, both with horse- 
men and principally with the public, 
who, after all, are the deciding factors 
in the success Or failure of any sports 
venture. 

And he has shown that dash races, 
handicap events and other innovations, 
so sadly lacking in the sport, can be 
given and put across. In other words, he 
has shown the sport that the race secre- 
tary and those giving a race meeting 
should do the dictating instead of being 
dictated to and being told what to do 
by horsemen, which accounts in great 
part for the outstanding success scored 
by the New Hampshire meeting. 


Vansandt Great Prospect 


Wilson, who has been identified with 
the race sport for a good many years, 
has yet to register a failure in conduct- 
ing a race meeting. Several years back 
he astounded the race world by an- 
houncing $10,000 events for his half- 
mile track meeting in Windsor, Conn., 
going on to make them outstanding 
features and a yearly success. Then in 
1928 he went this one better by carrying 
thru to a brilliant success a $25,000 
Pacing Derby over the same half-mile 
track, which still ranks in Eastern turf 
history as the greatest event ever staged 
in New England. And then just this 
Past spring when Grand Circuit race 
Secretaries fought shy of good money 
for stake events, Wilson came thru with 
two $2,500 events at his half-mile track 
meeting, which, outside of the events 
he staged at the Salem meeting, rank 
as the leading money events of the en- 
tire year for aged horses.

NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—Twelve mem- 
bers of the Manufacturers and Dealers’ 
Section of NAAP met in the Office of 
Secretary R. S. Uzzell, 130 West 42d 
street, Wednesday afternoon to discuss 
a suitable plan for co-operating with 
the National Recovery Administration 
consistent with the code to be adopted 
by the parent body, which was repre- 
sented in Washington the same day. 

After a three-hour huddle, in which 
the many angles of the situation were 
discussed, including the vital one of 
seasonal operation on the part of parks 
affecting the manufacturers and dealers 
in kind, the following motion was put 
thru: 

“We are in favor of the NRA and 
pledge our full co-operation toward its 
ideals. In accordance with this sup- 
port President Fred Fansher is re- 
quested to appoint a committee repre- 
sentative of the various types of manu- 
facturers who are members of the 
section. This committee will co-operate 
with any committees or official agencies 
of the NAAP who are at present engaged 
in drawing a code for the NAAP. To 
prevent loss of time the committee is 
empowered to draft a code which in its 
opinion would be advantageous to the 
manufacturers and which will conform 
to the general principles of the NRA. 
Committee is to secure information 
from manufacturers as to working con- 
ditions and svggestions for a code, with 
resolutions to be drawn up and sub- 
mitted to another meeting. In the 
meantime a questionnaire will be sent 
out to manufacturers and dealers in the 
form of a series of vital questions from 
which a common opinion should evolve 
as to a coce agreement.”

Schott Points Out Problem 
Regarding Amusement Parks 


CINCINNATI, Aug. 12.—The problem 
of how local amusement parks are to 
conform with the NRA has been taken 
up by George F. Schott, president of 
Coney Island, with R. W. Nelson, exec- 
utive vice-president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, following his return from 
Washington, where he discussed the 
matter with national administrators. 

Mr. Schott is a member of a national 
committee of amusement park opera- 
tors, working on a code to govern the 
industry under the NRA. 

Amusement parks are different from 
other indusiries, because their season is 
short, he said, pointing out that the 
Coney Island season has virtually only 
three more weeks.

Reality in Cincy Zoo

Park operations indicate 
a fractional improvement 
over large area visited

CINCINNATI, Aug. 12. — There is a 
fractional betterment over 1932 park 
business figures in a large area just 
traversed by De Arv G. Barton, field 
secretary of the National Association of 
Amusement Parks, who was a visitor to 
Cincinnati offices of The Billboard on 
August 7. 

He covered a 4,000-mile route between 
Chicago and Denver, south as far as 
Memphis and north to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis. 

“In that area,” he said, “a fractional 
betterment of last year’s figures on park 
business is apparent. Altho some parks 
are under figures for last year, enough 
are operating ahead of last year at this 
time to give an average which is a little 
better than that of 1932. 

“Some parks are as high as 35 per cent 
ahead and some are as much as 25 per 
cent below last year. Favorable weather 
has been an important factor. 

“In agricultural districts a much bet- 
ter feeling is shown. All park men in 
such territory have a much more opti- 
mistic outlook than was evident at the 
same time last year.” 

Mr. Barton, after attending a confer- 
ence of a special NAAP committee with 
officials of the NRA in Washington on 
August 9, began a survey trip thru the 
eastern half of the United States.

Pool Whirl

Pool men are still up in the air over 
the National Recovery Act, with some 
okehing the President’s blanket code 
and others insisting it can’t apply to 
the tank industry. A swimming-pool 
ruling was to have been included in the 
amusement park owners’ association 
code. 


However, at this writing, the aquatic 
fraternity is broken up into three classes 
—those who have accepted the general 
code and have started something; those 
who say they accept the code, but are 
still talking about it, and finally those 
who can’t see how pools can be included 
except by a specialized rule. 


Joseph P. Day, so I’m told, has already 
raised wages and lowered working hours 
at his Castle Hill pool, Bronx, New York. 
One New Jersey pool man is writing 
others in his field to get behind what 
he calls “an 86-hour week for pool 
men,” which, of course, is ridiculous. 


Sol Pincus, of the twin Cascades 
tanks, New York City, speaking for the 
New York City Pool Owners’ Associa- 
tion, seems to have some interesting 
ideas on the subject. According to 
Pincus, it’s difficult to class pools, that 
is outdoor ones, under the blanket code 
because the Operation hours of these 
Natatoriums vary. On very hot days 
the outdoor aquadromes may stay open 
until midnight, while on other evenings 
they may close as early as 7 p.m. 


Therefore New York pool men suggest 
a code whereby the working hours would 
be considered on an average, whereby 
the employees might work 60 hours one 
week and only 30 hours the next, de- 
pending upon weather conditions. It is 
proposed by them that, over a season, 
pool employees should work on an aver- 
age of 50 hours a week. This would 
naturally take care of rainy days and 
allow for real hot weather when over- 
time is necessary. 


Upon this basis New York pool oper- 
ators are willing to raise wages of their 
men and also to hire more help. On the 
other hand, if they were required to 
sign the blanket code, it is the opinion 
of Sol Pincus that pools would be op- 
erating half the season with inexperi- 
enced men. It is explained that pool 
work, whether it be water control or 
life guarding, is highly specialized and 
that therefore the job of giving more 
jobs at pools must be done carefully 
and not just with a view of creating 
employment. 


But regardless of whether you agree 
with Joseph P. Day and his fine-spirited 
quick action or whether you agree with 
Sol Pincus and his association, don’t 
Stand still. Don’t let the pool industry 
be classed among the “slackers.” In- 
stead of thinking that the season will be 
over by the time the NRA deadline is 
reached, take some action this summer. 
And indoor pool owners, especially, who 
are not affected by Pincus’ weather 
theory and who will operate right thru 
fall and winter, should come down to 
earth and fly the Blue Eagle instead of 
being up in the air with it. 


A communication received last week 
comes from Benjamin Schlomberg from 
the Beachwood Country Club, White- 
stone Landing, L. I., who says, in part: 
“In The Billboard, issue of July 23, 
in your column regarding water acts 
you said a great many comedy divers 
swipe Stubby Kruger's stuff. Kindly al- 
low me to go back just 25 years, at 
about the time Stubby Kruger was en- 
tering kindergarten school. So that, of 
course, classes him out of the picture as 
far as being the originator of anything 
hew in the water line. Twenty-five 
years ago there was not a single indoor 
pool in the whole of the United States 
with the exception of a few college and 
municipal-controlled tanks. Just 30 
years ago this writer barnstormed the 
country, giving water exhibitions in mud 


holes, stream creeks and rivers. I was 
then called ‘The Human Fish.’ Please 
do not confuse me with ‘Enoch, the 


Mar Fish,’ who did his stuff in a small 
glass tank around that time. Annette 
Kellerman was the first to put over 
diving in a professional way. A little 
later along came the Blue Bird and 
Black Bird. Irish Door and William Rice 
formed the first big and only real water 
Show. They had everything in the water 


line, log rollers, 
divers, etc.” 

Schlomberg continues his discussion 
on old-time pro water performers in 
the next issue.

Manufacturers and 
Dealers’ Section

The Blue Buzzard, Goose, Eagle or 
what have you is of absorbing interest 
now among park men and manufac- 
turers of amusement equipment. For- 
tunate are we that hasty action was 
not taken on this matter. 

To comply, temporarily, with some 
blanket code was the thing not to do. 
Get under the wings of the bird by all 
means, but be sure it is the right bird. 

The one with a white bar across its 
breast, denoting for us that we want 
to come clean, is the rara avis for us. 

The government issues a new type of 
blue eagle, a bird bearing a white bar 
across its breast, for t employers 
temporarily unable to comply with full 
requirements of the National Recovery 
Administration. We feel able to procure 
this fledgling for the amusement parks 
as a substitute for the mother bird. 
This will allow time for study and ex- 
change of ideas before our annual 
meeting in November in Chicago, when 
a code can be ready for submission to 
the membership. 


Code Members Named 


No time is being lost on this im- 
portant and vital subject. A commit- 
tee from the NAAP has been to Wash- 
ington to submit some facts and ask 
for an extension of time for preparation 
of a code and having it approved or 
modified by our membership. 


No park, pool man or manufacturer 
should act alone and none should act 
hastily or without first consulting the 
code committee of NAAP or, if a manu- 
facturer or dealer, then act in har- 
mony with the code committee of the 
Manufacturers’ Division. 

The meeting of manufacturers, spe- 
cially called at the office of the secre- 
tary in New York City on August 9, did 
some very constructive work on this 
subject, now of national importance. A 
resolution is in preparation to send to 
Washington and a code committee for 
the Division was appointed and has 
held its first meeting. 

This committee consists of Leslie G. 
Anderson, George F. Cahill, James A. 
Donovan, W. St. C. Jones, W. FP. Mangels, 
J. N. MacKenzie, William Rabkin, R. 
S. Uzzell and Peter Piesen, chairman. 
A code will be prepared for submission 
to each member of the Division and 
also to leading manufacturers in the 


line who are not members of the Di- 
vision. 


Harmony Is Necessary 


A questionnaire is in preparation to 
go to each member and others who 
may be interested. It is hoped it will 
be returned to the secretary in time for 
the adjourned meeting on August 17 in 
the office of R. S. Uzzell, secretary, 130 
West 42d street, New York City. To 
this meeting all members of the Division 
are invited, together with any manufac- 
turer catering to amusement parks that 
might be interested in our code. All 
members of the code committee are 
urged to be present. 

It is at once admitted that since we 
are an integral part of NAAP we want 
our code in harmony with theirs. It is 
fortunate that James A. Donovan, who 
represents the NAAP in Washington, is 
a member of our Division and also rep- 
resents us. This should insure a har- 
mony of the codes. 

No amount of time and effort will be 
spared until this emergency call of our

Lane ‘Barker’ School seen 
as opening gun in fight 
with Chi Midway’s best 


CONEY ISLAND, Aug. 12.—Luna 
Park's School for “Barkers,” which has 
nothing to do with that perennial stage 
favorite, School for Scandal (“I should 
say not.” echo the drama defenders), 
not only has assumed the proportions 
of a mild riot in the Premier Isle itself, 
but has attracted the attention of the 
talking fraternity dishing out their best 
superlatives on the midway of the 
World’s Fair in that there Windy City. 

Coney’s adjective throwers are (sub 
rosa mostly) up in arms, sore, offended, 
hurt, militant and pugnacious because 
Luna’s publicity crier, one Bert (Better 
Late Than) Nevins started the dis- 
tinguished forum, much to the chagrin 
of the p. a. himself, who now finds 
himself the center of a controversy of 
which he might be declared to be inno- 
cent. 


It seems (to coin an original way of 
starting a story) Bill Shakespeare Nev- 
ins was, and is, frankly of the opinion 
that a lot of the boys need a bit of 
brushing up on their English. So, aided 
and abetted by Manager Rex D. Billings 
and Assistant Pilot George Young, two 
vocabularians from points west, the 
school was created and rapidly took 
form. 


Then the fun began, as the comic 
strips have it.

A letter to the Chicago Chamber of 
Commerce is drafted and reads: 

“We are very glad to learn that the 
Chicago Chamber of Commerce follows 
in the footsteps of Coney Island in an 
attempt to educate and elevate the 
barker. The barkers’ contest which was 
held in front of the Hall of Science 
Friday afternoon, August 4, and which 
was broadcast thruout the country, did 
much to help the barking profession. 

“The idea, however, originated at 
Luna Park, Coney Island (and was re- 
ported exclusively by The Billboard— 
Editor), and not at the World’s Fair, as 
was erroneously reported by the radio 
announcer. Classes for barkers started 
at Luna Park July 25 and there was a 
barkers’ organizeat‘on in existence at 
Coney Island years ago. 

“Coney Island has always looked out 
for its barkers, and we are happy to 
learn that the city of Chicago is doing 
the same thing for those in the pro- 
fession at the World’s Fair. Possibly 
a contest between the World’s Fair 
gentlemen and the Coney Island talkers 
might be arranged for a later date. 

“However, at this time it is our in- 
tention to make clear the origin of the 
first barkers’ school and contest and to 
establish our priority. We trust you 
will bear us out along these lines.”

Ruling at Court 


“Opens” lronton 


as 
Ohio judge brands high 
license unreasonable —H, 
(Doc) Allen aids Legion

TRONTON, O., Aug, 12.—A wallop at a 
prohibitive license ordinance was taken 
here on August 9 in court following a 
hectic several days in which a legal bat- 
tle was waged for and against the Golden 
Rule Shows (J. F. Dehnert) which had 
been booked by General Agent H. (Doc) 
Alien under auspices of the American 
Legion post. 

Allen is being given much credit for 
the way he marshdled the anti-high li- 
cense forces and for the manner in 
which his campaign to “open” Ironton 
was conducted. 

The Legion post won the final round 
in its fight with City Manager Howell, 
who sought to compel the Legion to pay 
a daily ¢500 license for the shows. The 
veterans went to Common Pleas Court 
Judge Dan C. Jones and he granted the 
Organization a temporary restraining or- 
der to prevent city officials from inter- 
fering with operation of the show during 
the period booked, August 7-12, first 
in since the Apple Street Fair in 1918. 

On Wednesday he made the injunction 
permanent, holding that the ordinance, 
passed 10 years ago, is unreasonable and 
grossly excessive. The differences be- 
tween the Legion and city officials 
started on Sunday when warning was 
given that the fee of $3500 must be paid 
before the shows opened. Unable to 
secure council action to waive the li- 
cense fee. the Legion took over the shows 
and opened on Monday. One of the 
Legionnaires submitted to arrest for cp- 
erating without a license, but he never 
came to trial because of the later court 
action. 

Editor Collette, of The Ironton News, 
a Legion man, rendered yeoman service 
for his post and the shows, and it is 
Said that due to his sensible presenta- 
tion of the situation “the town was 100 
per cent” for the shows. One of the 
Legion members was made “lessee and 
manager” of the shows as a protective 
measure against probable attachment for 
the license fee in event of a decision ad- 
verse to the auspices. 

The legal aspect now is that carnivals 
cannot be assessed any fee unless a new 
ordinance is put into effect to supplant 
the one that Judge Jones held uncon- 
stitutional due primarily to its unrea- 
sonableness. 


Dixon’s Son Badly Injured 


TAYLOR, Tex., Aug. 12.—Little Billie 
Dixon, son of Whitey and Dixie Dixon, 
formerly with Vernon Bros.’ Shows, was 
seriously injured here on August 7 and 
is in Taylor Sanitarium. While playing 
he fell upon a piece of china berry wood 
and 7 inches of it, nearly a half-inch 
thick, penetrated a thigh, coming out 
thru his right side below the groin. His 
condition is said to be precarious, fol- 
lowing an operation. 


NORTH TONAWANDA, N. Y., Aug. 12. 
—After a political situation unsatisfac- 
tory to the show management arose in 
Niagara Falls, N. Y., this week, where 
an engagement was begun under auspices 
of the mayor’s relief fund organization, 
the William Glick Shows did not fill 
out the week, but opened here last night 
under auspices of the American Legion 
Post.

This is in reply to Hoot McFarland’s 
declaration that it is impossible to or- 
ganize pitchmen. Frankly, I believe he 
is right, in one sense of the word, as it 
takes co-operation on the part of all 
pitchmen actively engaged in the busi- 
ness if any kind of a national organiza- 
tion is to be formed. 


A handful of men, no matter how 
hard they exert themselves or strive 
to attain a goal, are only going up 
against a stone wall unless willingness 
to help is offered by those whose in- 
terests they hope to serve. As far as I 
am concerned personally, it is a matter 
of supreme indifference to me if pitch- 
men never organize. 


They can continue jumping around 
the country looking for spots to work— 
letting the powers that be keep them 
jumping from pillar to post. They have 
no one to blame but themselves, and 
when anyone says an organization is im- 
possible I need only remind them that 
the history of the world is made up of 
deeds that others said couldn’t be done. 

H. T. Maloney, of Columbus, O., claims 
it takes a large b. r. to open towns and 
carry on court actions. McFarland wants 
to know why we never hear of the job- 
bers contributing to the pitchman’s 
cause. [ will answer both of these 
gentlemen. 

A few years ago a number of pitch- 
men were working in Los Angeles when 
the city dads started to put on the 
screws. But these pitchmen had the 
foresight, perseverance and intelligence 
to organize in a body and hire an at- 
torney who took their case to the courts. 
He demanded to know just why these 
men were not permitted to work. 

To make a long story short, they 
Opened the town, and as they worked 
each contributed a certain amount to a 
fund and soon had enough to open other 
closed towns or keep towns opened that 
threatened to be closed. And a number 
of jobbers sent in checks to help them 
carry on their campaign. 

It naturally follows that if a hand- 
ful of pitchmen could accomplish this, 
in a city of half a million, what couldn't 
be done if 500 pitchmen exerted them- 
selves toward a goal whose byword is 
SOLIDARITY? 

The answer is obvious, and for me 
to dwell any further on the subject 
would only be a waste of words. As Zip 
Hibler once remarked: “You can push 
a pen, but a pencil must be lead.”

There 
was an unusual absence of hysteria and 
the fatal fall resulted in land-office 
business, with the management able to 
Sell reserved seats for the free act, the 
demand for seeing the turn being so 
great. Bentum act, incidentally, was 
to open a week’s engagement at Rocky 
Point Park, R. I., August 13... . We 
disagree with Nat A. Tor, who, talking 
of Sol Solomon’s sensational dive in 
the Billy Ritchey Water Show, thinks 
that scme warning should be given at 
the instant of leap, as he claims the 
customers at Luna Park. where the act 
recently exhibited, got meck cramps via 
the craning process during a “stall” and 
didn’t see the actual dive. We think 
that since Captain Solomon’s compel- 
ling descent is predicated on the un- 
expected, such a warning would defeat 
its purpose. The idea of the wait be- 
fore the leap, as we see it, is to get 
the spectators into a mental frenzy. 
The fact that the cervical contorticns 
they indulged in got the best of them 
simply proves the power of suspense. 
A warning signal would snap the sus- 
pense just at the point when it is most 
meeded.

Henry Watterson 


The man who made it possi- 
ble for Irving Berlin to change 
the tempo of American music 
with the introduction of “Do- 
rando” and “Alexander’s Rag- 
time Band” died at his summer 
home near Saratoga Springs, 
N. Y., August 9. 

Henry Watterson died at the 
age of 63 after a long retire- 
ment from the business world. 
He was known as a wizard with 
financial figures and as a show- 
man who could predict perfectly 
the public taste for amusement. 
He came to New York from 
Germany in 1903 and took over 
management of Crystal Palace, 
a theater at Broadway and 14th 
street. He later went into the 
music publishing business and 
obtained the first works of 
Irving Berlin when the famous 
composer was unknown and 
struggling for recognition with 
his new style works.

Berlin formed his own company. 

Watterson later moved to the 
country, where he maintained a 
string of horses, and while living 
more of a life of ease, he spas- 
modically was returning to busi- 
ness in various phases of pro- 
motion and invention. He is 
survived by his widow and a 


son, Frank.

HE IOWA Pair Managers’ Association, 

representing the bulk of the fairs 

in the Hawkeye State, has set out 
to do its bit in what appears to be a 
country-wide campaign of fair men to 
rid, at least so far as fairgrounds are 
concerned, the concession business of 
the evils that have been bringing it to 
the point cf ruination. 

The Iowa association is especially 
anxious to wipe out the games that are 
controlled by the operator and the 
strictly money devices. This is as it 
should be. 

I think it was a mistake tho, for the 
association to issue a list of the games 
that will be barred at this year’s Iowa 
fairs. While most of the games barred 
have caused grief for fair men every- 
where, there are One or two that I feel 
sure would be defended by legitimate 
game operators. 

There is not a thing that cannot be 
abused, and that goes for skill games 
the same as chance games. For that 
reason it doesn’t seem fair to specify 
the games that are taboo. I believe it 
would be far better to say in the clause 
of a contract pertaining to barred con- 
cessions: “All no-chance games, mean- 
ing those games controlled by the op- 
erator and where a player is made to 
win or lose at the pleasure of the oper- 
ator. Also, all strictly money games and 
no buy-backs or cash prizes on mer- 
chandise concessions.” It could then be 
stated that violation of this clause would 
mean revocation of the operator’s li- 
cense.

There are persistent rumors that there 
will be one or more additional railroad 
circuses Out next season, but so far 
there have been no definite announce- 
ments. One of the most widely circu- 
lation reports is that Charles Sparks, 
for years head of the Sparks (railroad) 
Circus and now head of the Downie 
(motorized) Circus, is planning to go 
out on rails next season. There also was 
a rumor in circulation last fall that he 
would go back to rails this year, and 
he at that time ignored a request for 
verification or denial. 

Sources close to Mr. Sparks at the 
Macon, Ga., winter quarters state that 
they have not been informed of the 
reported move to go to rails next sea- 
son and that nothing has been done at 
the quarters to indicate such a change 
is planned. 

All railroad circuses this season have 
experienced much better business than 
was anticipated, and it is expected that 
this may lend impetus to the move to 
put out more of the iarger railroad 
shows next year.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—The legiti- 
mate theater code is now on its way to 
final action under the NRA, following 
one of the snappiest and most smoothly 
conducted of public conferences yet held 
by NRA, under the guidance of Sol A. 
Rosenblatt, deputy administrator, in 
caucus room of House of Representatives. 
Two sessions of the conference were 
necessary in order to complete the roster 
of witnesses. No one was overlooked by 
Rosenblatt, and while he hurried things 
along, everyone was given full oppor- 
tunity to express himself. 

Aside from issues raised by proponents 
of stock and by representatives of the 
Actors’ Betterment Association for 
greater consideration of interests spon- 
sored by them, with a few other devia- 
tions from the main theme, the con- 
ference should be set down as a strong 
presentation of the code as drafted and 
approved tentatively by conferees and 
the deputy administrator during pre- 
liminary stages of proceedings. 

Brady’s strong appeal for a working 
agreement among major interests in the 
entertainment world made an impres- 
sion on his hearers. Asserting that last 
season the legitimate theater went thru 
the worst experiences it has ever known, 
and predicting that things will get no 
better unless they show a big improve- 
ment in the next two months, he said 
he had proposed several weeks ago to 
Administrator Hugh S. Johnson that he 
saw in concerted action as between 
legitimate theaters, motion pictures, 
vaudeville and radio, the only way out 
for them. 

The ticket broker in the large city 
who is on the level is a necessity, Brady 
asserted, but not the type which seeks 
to mulct the public, of which latter 
there are too many, he asserted. Brady 
thundered his determination to work 
against what he characterized as out- 
rageous holding up of the public. 

Luise Silcox, as secretary of the Dram- 
atists’ Guild of the Authors’ League 
of America, referred to an earlier plea 
by Georgie E. Price as to the limiting of 
engagements in this country of foreign 
actors and the taxing of their gross in- 
comes, and asked that these require- 
ments not be included in the code. As 
to this suggestion, Brock Pemberton, 
while praising the co-operation offered 
by the Dramatists’ Guild, made the point 
of the propriety of the Guild having a 
voice in the administering of the code 
unless it was itself placed under the 
instrument. 

Pointing out that the code failed to 
specify any hour and wage limitations 
for electricians, Edward D. Bieritz, for 
the International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers, asked that the code be 
made to provide a minimum salary of 
$30 per week for eight performances 
within a 40-hour maximum weekly 
period. 

Deputy Rosenblatt, prior to closing 
the hearings, called upon Emily Newell 
Blair, a member of NRA Consumers’ Ad- 
visory Board, who had been present dur- 
ing the hearings, and Mrs. Blair, in 
thanking the proponents of the code, 
said this was the first time any industry 
had taken the initiative in asking that 
a representative of ‘consumers be in- 
cluded on their code govering board.

(Coninued from page 3) 
printed for public distribution and a 


date for a general conference named 
At this general conference interested 
representatives of the industry again 


may present their views and possibly 
submit statements in writing if this is 
desired for the consideration of the 
deputy. At general conferences the 
public or the consumers, as the public 
is known in this connection, are repre- 
sented and sit with the deputy admin- 
istrator as well as representatives of 
labor and a representative of industries. 

In connection with the interest 
shown by Deputy Administrator Rosen- 
blatt recently in a circus code, Legis- 
lative Chairman Melvin D. Hildreth and 
Harry E. Allen, president of James E. 
Cooper Top, Washington, are giving the 
matter close attention. Once a code is 
adopted and the wage and hours of 
labor worked out fairly elimination of 
certain practices in connection with 
some circuses which have long been 
frowned upon by well-wishers would 
seem to be certain.

rectors’ Association was organized here 
a few months ago. Other recently or- 
ganized actor groups are the Stage Re- 
lief Pund and the Actors’ Dinner Club, 
both local charity organizations. 

In pictures, actors are organized as @ 
branch of the Academy of Motion Pic- 
ture Arts and Sciences; which was orig- 
inally sponsored by producers after the 
Equity attempt at unionization. The 
organization has since freed itself of 
producer financial control and was ac- 
tive in recent salary cut disputes. An- 
other group cf picture actors, mostly 
Equity members and generally dissatis- 
fied with the Academy, are grouped in 
the Screen Actors’ Guild, one of the 
newer organizations. 

In addition to these recently organ- 
ized actor groups, there are of course 
scores of actor organizations that have 
been active for years. Oldest and the 
strongest in the country is Actors’ 
Equity Association, affiliated with the 
A. FP. of L. thru membership in the 
actors’ international. Chorus Equity 
and the Hebrew Actors’ Union are also 
members of the A. F. of L. international. 
Other old groups are Actors’ Fund and 
the Jewish, Catholic and Episcopal 
guilds, which, however, are not re- 
stricted to actors. 

The National Variety Artists, set up 
by the circuits after the White Rats 
were smashed, is another old organiza- 
tion. In the magic field there are three 
big national organizations: The Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Magicians, So- 
ciety of American Magicians and the In- 
ternational Magic Circle. 

In the club field there is no national 
organization, but there are scores of 
Iccal groups, including the Professional 
Entertainers of New York, the Profes- 
sional Entertainers’ Associetion in Phil- 
adelphia. the Club Artists’ Protective 
Association in Chicago, the Thespian 
Club in San Francisco. 

Colored artists have an organization, 
the Colored Vaudeville Benevolent As- 
sociation. Outdoor performers have no 
strictly actor organization, altho they 
often belong to fan clubs. 

Radio artists have not yet made any 
attempt at organ:zation.

CINCINNATI, Aug. 12.—Rain three 
nights out of four put a crimp in at- 
tendance, grand-stand and midway re- 
ceipts of the 78th annual Hamilton 
County Fair, Carthage, opening with a 
big Children’s Day crowd on Wednesday 
and closing tonight, the only evening 
when rain did not keep patrons away 
and drench the grounds. 

Final figures are expected to show 
considerable falling off from last year, 
which was marred by only one day of 
bad weather, and blast the hopes of fair 
Officials that 1933 would show a vast 
improvement in gates and spending 
proclivities of fairgoers. It was a credit- 
able array presented by the veterans of 
the Carthage board, headed by Dr. C. C. 
Mease, president, and the redoubtable 
secretary of many years’ service, D. L. 
Sampeon. 

Carthage Pair, being an institution in 
these parts, One of the first fairs of 
the Ohio season, annually visited by 
many secretaries from all over the Buck- 
eye State, with a 35-cent gate and two 
bit grand stand and apparent improve- 
ment in economic conditions, the justi- 
fied expectations of managers, showmen 
and concessioners probably were not 
realized only because of the adverse 
weather break. Heavy rains and wind 
came the first three nights around 
8 o'clock, almost killing midway busi- 
ness and necessitating only brief 
snatches of the regular grand-stand pro- 
grams.

Outdoor Shows Need Okeh 
To Play Near S. C. Fairs 


GREENVILLE, S. C., Aug. 12.—All cir- 
cuses and shows under canvas are pro- 
hibited from exhibiting within a radius 
of five miles of any agricultural fair 
during the holding of the fair or one 
week prior thereto in South Carolina, 
according to advice from Attorney J. 
Frank Epps, of this city, who gave this 
information, he said, in reply to many 
requests from showman as to the exist- 
ing law in this regard. 

He added, however, that if the execu- 
tive officer of a fair consents in writing 
and such written consent is filed with 
the sheriff of the county, this section 
shall not apply to the exhibition of 
shows or circuses. 

Penalty for violating provisions of this 
section is a fine not exceeding $500 or 
imprisonment for not longer than six 
months, or both, in the discretion of 
the court.

The reader who was of school age in 
1880, lived in Indiana or one of its ad- 
joining States, and has a good memory, 
can recall the annual visits of Charlie 
Bartine’s wagon show. Bartine’s winter 
quarters was at Germantown, O., up the 
Scioto valley about 45 miles from Cin- 
cinnati. His name and his one-ring 
wagon circus were known in every small 
town and rural community in Ohio, In- 
diana and Michigan. His visits were an 
expected annual event. 


Season of 1880, the title was Bartine’s 
Great Five-Clown Show and Electric 
Light Pavilion.” It was advertised to 
exhibit under “a mammoth three-center 
pole tent.” There was no menagerie 
and no parade, strictly a circus perform- 
ance. Posters were used to some ex- 
tent, but the liberal distribution of a 
10x26 herald, printed both sides, was a 
favored method of advertising. The 1880 
herald was from the Gazette Company 
of Ft. Wayne, Ind., and it gave a de- 
Scriptive list of the performers and their 
acts, also enumerated “25 Reasons Why 
Everybody Should See the Show.” Prof. 
Dan Driesback’s Juvenile Female Band 
end Orchestra furnished the music. 
Frank and Mamie Quinnette, age five 
and seven years, did a flying trapeze act. 
The Leons, J. P. and Birt, were featured 
in acrobatic and gymMastic feats. Andy 
Amann did a German clown musical 
specialty. Sig John Ruth, in a Hercu- 
les act, was described as a “19th Cen- 
tury Wonder.” Emma Quinnette pre- 
sented gymnastic specialties. 


Prof. Leon gave an exhibition with 
educated dogs in which comedy and 
mechanical acts were featured. Charles 
Song, in contortion specialties, was ad- 
vertised as the “Boneless Wonder or 
Human Serpent.” Stebleton and Call, 
gymnasts, doubled in a succession of 
acts which included horizontal bars, 
trapeze, juggling, Magic Barrel and 
Cross, crystal pyramids, and they both 
went in the leaps and tumbling. DeOme 
and DuRell was another team who 
made backward and forward somersaults 
in ground tumbling their specialty and 
were strong in the leaps. 


In the Leaping Tournament an ex- 
ceptional showing was made. It in- 
cluded James and Birt Leon, Charles 
Song, Frank DuRell, George Call, John 
Bausse, Charles Strassburg, Charles 
Hoover, Charles Stebleton, John Steble- 
ton, Frank Quinnette and William 
Quinnette (father of Prank and Mamie, 
popularly known in the profession as 
“Pop,” who died in 1930) and Charles 
Bartine aided in the leaps with his 
clowning. Making a total lineup of 14. 

Noticeable in the Bartine program was 
the absence of riding acts, and no 
trained animals except Leon's educated 
dogs. There was, however, a troupe of 
well-trained birds. In the equipment 
the Arnoux and MHochanson’s Sun- 
Eclipsing Electric Light was given pub-

CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—The week has been a busy one in coin-machine circles 
with committee work on the framing of codes to be approved by the Coin Machine 
Manufacturers’ Association and by the new National Automatic Distributors’ Asso- 
ciation. As far as could be learned yesterday, these are the only two organizations 


in the trade definitely at work in shaping codes for approval by the NRA.

other group represents the manufactur- 
ers of skill devices and pin games. It 
is the plan to bring these two codes 
before the committee named by the 
CMMA last week to frame a code for 
approval by the organization. 

The committee will consider the two 
codes and then submit a code to the 
organization made up from the sugges- 
tive codes, and it was stated by a mem- 
ber of the committee that a completed 
code would probably be ready to submit 
to a general meeting of the CMMA before 
August 20. It was also stated that from 
preliminary meetings it is anticipated 
that the code of the industry will take 
a strong position against copying and 
pirating in the manufacture of Ma- 
chines. This was indicated by a group 
of manufacturers meeting this week in 
the new offices of the Rock-Ola Manu- 
facturing Company. In addition to 
taiking codes, it is reported that visit- 
ing manufacturers were surprised at the 
improvements in the Rock-Ola plant. 

While the manufacturers’ code is be- 
ing shaped in Chicago, committees of 
the NADA are busy in the East shaping 
a gode for the distributors of the in- 
dustry. A telegram from Melvin B. 
Summerfield, managing director of the 
NADA, Boston, stated that the code de- 
tails will be ready for the approval of 
the organization by August 20. Points 
to be considered in the distributors’ 
code have already been made public and 
the final code is being anticipated with 
a great deal of interest. It is expected 
to be the most far-reaching cgde in the 
industry in its attacks on trade evils. 
Manufacturers and distributors are co- 
operating in their attacks on price- 
cutting evils. 

The Vending Machine Manufacturers’ 
Association, it was stated by A. E. 
Gebert, president, had not made any 
move toward framing a code. An official 
of the Independent Coin Machine Oper- 
ators’ Association could not be reached 
to ascertain whether this organization 
of operators had taken steps toward 
framing a code.

No manufacturer or distribu- 
tor is permitted to offer to consumers 
prizes or premiums in connection with 
any plan which involves fraud, decep- 
tion or lottery, according to reported 
points in the code. 


While grocery stores are not so im- 
portant as locations for coin machines, 
still it puts another trade on record as 
opposed to premiums and prizes in con- 
nection with the selling of merchandise. 
As reported last week, the retail drug 
trade has outlawed premiums and prizes 
in their code. 


It will probably be the task of the 
amusement machine trade to show the 
differentiation between premiums and 
prizes in the sale of articles of merchan- 
dise and the use of premiums and prizes 
for skill in amusement games. There is 
a real difference, but it may require work 
to establish that difference when codes 
are being formed. 


The food trades code hits selling below 
cost in very strong terms, and also in- 
sists just as strongly that all firms ad- 
here strictly to their published price 
lists. 


O. D. Jennings, celebrating his gener- 
osity in complying with the New Deal 
principles.

Says Jobber 
Code Needed 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 12. — Asked 
whether or not he considered a Federal 
code was necessary in the jobbing in- 
dustry, Jack R. Moore, prominent Coast 
jobber, informed a representative of The 
Billboard this week that in his estima- 
tion such a code was badly needed, 
Sizing up the situation, Moore said: 

“Conditions that exist today among 
jobbers certainly deserve serious con- 
sideration by both jobbers and operators 
themselves. It seems that some jobbers 
persist in price-cutting and unfair 
methods of selling, thereby producing 
the unhealthy condition in this industry 
today from a jobbing standpoint as far 
as price is concerned. This, in my esti- 
mation, is a frank admission of that 
jobber that he is unable to sell his 
wares on the basis of equality with his 
competitors—that he is not a salesman 
—not even an ‘order-taker.’ He is a 
man buffeted around by circumstances 
of his own making—a Frankenstein of 
his own creation which threatens daily 
to destroy him. 

“The operator who patronizes this fel- 
low, who lacks the courage of his con- 
victions to ask for an established, ad- 
vertised price, is to be blamed to some 
extent as much as the jobber himself. 
He fails to see that in the end he pays 
a@ premium on the purchases he makes 
under tnese conditions, for first, he can 
never buy with confidence; second, he 
depreciates the re-sale value of his 
second-hand equipment automatically 
and prematurely. Last but not least, he 
is dealing with the man of the caliber 
he dislikes to meet in competition in 
the operation of his machines—the man 
who offers 75 per cent to his locations, 
where he is operating in the established 
manner. 

“The jobber is entitled to a fair 
margin of profit. This margin of profit, 
established by the factory prices, repre- 
sents only a reasonable return to the 
jobber for his time, investment and ef- 
forts. The jobber who is willing to be 
buffeted around by the buyer must at 
some time, in order to exist, sell ma- 
chines to those who are not entitled to 
buy by virtue of the fact that he can 
make a long profit and make up some 
of his loss of profit on his sales to op- 
erators who patronize him and chisel 
him out of his legitimate returns. 

“The days of ‘cut-throat’ competition 
in industry in this country are num- 
bered; not only in this industry, but 
every industry as a whole. Let us abide 
by the policies of our splendid President. 
‘Fair returns for all. Excessive profits 
for none. No favors nor favorites, ex- 
cessive discounts nor consideration, but 
all share alike equally, so that there may 
be industry for all.’ It is an old formula, 
time-worn and time-proven. It pays in 
the long run. Treat the other jobber as 
you would like to be treated yourself. 

“The policy of maintenance of price 
will, first, protect the operator from cut- 
throat competition; second, will protect 
from excessive depreciation; third, will 
enable him to buy with confidence from 
whomsoever he favors with his business. 
That all may be on the same plane, with 
no favoring and the incentive to sell to 
the individual dissipated for the jobber 
who makes a profit on his wares which 
he is entitled to. So, let's all play ball. 
Remember that all are entitled to a 
livelihood, be he an operator or jobber.” 


Slot Machine Companies 


Lose Injunction Plea 


CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—Accordinzg to The 
Chicago Herald and Examiner, four slot- 
machine manufacturers lost their court 
fight before Judge Joseph Burke last 
week to permit unmolested operation of 
a gambling machines in Cook Coun- 
y 

The concerns were the Mills Novelty 
Company, Watling Manufacturing Com- 
pany, O. D. Jennings & Company and 
Pace Manufacturing Company.’ 

Claiming that the structure of slot 
machines had been altered so that skill 
was required to operate them, instead of 
returns coming by pure chance, they 
sought to enjoin State’s Attorney Court- 
ney and Police Commissioner Allman 
from interfering with the placing of the 
machines. 

The Mills company called its machine 
the New Deal Trade Stimulator. Francis 
X. Busch, attorney for the company, 
announced he would appeal Judge 
Burke's ruling, sustaining demurrers to 
the bills for injunction. 
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Letter Assures 
Trade Harmony 


BOSTON, Aug. 12—Melvin B. Sum- 
merfield, managing, director of the 
National Automatic: Distributors’ Asso- 
ciation, made public this week a letter 
recelved from the Coin Machine Manu- 
facturers’ Association, Chicago head- 
quarters. The letter expresses a Won- 
derful spirit of co-operation, Mr. 
Summerfield stated, and is greatly 
appreciated by the members of the 
NADA. Here’s the letter: 


“T have heard of your first official 
meeting of the new association just 
recently taken place and I want to 
immediately congratulate you on the 
steps you have instituted. While I am 
not familiar with the details of your 
organization nor its scope, yet I am 
certain that the object which you in- 
tend to accomplish will be for the 
betterment of the industry in general. 


“The time has come; in fact, it is 
here, for a showdown. There will be a 
meeting of the manufacturers here in 
my office this coming Friday night for 
the purpose of perfecting and sub- 
mitting a code under the National Re- 
covery Act, and it is inevitable that 
many of the factories which have been 
and are now building games and selling 
them at ridiculous and ruinous prices 
cnly because of cheap labor and inferior 
material will have to take recognition 
of the present-day trend and in ac- 
cordance with the law will have to stop 
working their employees 12 to 14 hours 
a day and paying them $8 or $9 a week 
for such labor. These people will have 
to fall in line with the President's pro- 
gram, and all of that will probably 
mean an increase in prices for the job- 
ber and operator, but at the same time 
it will result in eliminating a great 
many of the cheap buyers in this busi- 
ness who, in the final analysis, are @ 
detriment to it. 

“Our association approves of the steps 
you have taken and we would like to 
co-operate with you in every possible 
manner. Above all, we would appre- 
ciate information as to what your or- 
ganizing object is; that is, if you care 
to give us this information. I am 
absolutely opposed to any difference in 
opinion between manufacturers and 
jobbers and think the two should work 
close together. You may be assured of 
not only my influence in this matter, 
but that of several other of the promi- 
nent manufacturers as well—Lee S. 
Jones, CMMA.” 


Cigarets May Advance 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—While man- 
ufacturers of cigarets, smoking tobacco, 
chewing tobacco and snuff were filing 
with the government a code of fair 
competition late last week the Schulte 
Retail Stores Corporation and _ the 
United Cigar Stores announced a gener- 
al advance of 1 cent a package to 12 
cents or two for 23 cents in their prices 
of popular brands of cigarets. Leading 
grocery and drug chains are expected to 
announce increases also. With some 
exceptions, the code filed calls for a 
minimum wage scale of 30 cents an 
hour and a 40-hour week.

12. Minimum jobber purchases. 


The standard order form or uniform 
contract to be used by members of the 
association for purchasing machines 
should appeal to manufacturers as well 
as distributors because it is for their 
protection as well as your Own. Your 
managing director in collaboration with 
the attorney is working on this now 
and is taking into consideration all 
those subjects we discussed, such as 
risk, time, renewals, terms, co-operative 
advertising, delivery dates, patent litiga- 
tion, etc. 

One thing we must all watch very 
carefully is the prevention of interfer- 
ence with another member’s contract. 
Remember, that according to our code, it 
is a breach of ethics to interfere with 
another’s contract within six months 
after he obtains it, and this may also 
be regarded as a violation of law. 

Don’t forget to use the association 
Sea] in all your advertising. Start doing 
this as soon as possible. 

We received a nice letter from Jack 
Keeney saying that he hoped we had a 
good meeting and that he was ready 
to back us up to the limit. 

Within the week letters will be sent 
to all the manufacturers outlining our 
principles and showing them how they 
will benefit by giving us their full sup- 
port.

Totalizer Adds 
Play by Play 


CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—The San-Nel 
Engineering Works here is introducing a 
new pin game called the Arcturus for 
the star that turned on the lights at 
the World's Fair. The San-Nel firm has 
been in the mechanical business here 
for about 20 years. Harry R. Nelson 
and C. J. Sandberg are the principals 
Mr. Sandberg began designing vending 
machines and scales back in 1928, and 
during the last two years he has turned 
his attention toward pin games and 
modern amusement devices. While 
Arcturus will be the first game an- 
nounced to the trade, the firm has at 
least two other machines well along in 
the development stages. 


Arcturus will be introduced as a 
standard pin game with a totalizer that 
totals the scores play by play. The 
single window of the totalizer is attrac- 
tively placed in the lower center of the 
board and as each score is made it is 
immediately totaled and registered in 
this single window with the accuracy 
of an adding machine or registering 
meter, it is claimed. The player can 
always tell at a glance what his total 
score is, and also a peephole is provided 
which permits the player to see how 
many balls still remain to be played. 
The score total and the peephole stimu- 
late the player’s interest to the highest 
degree, it is claimed. Special features 
of sturdy cabinet construction are also 
claimed for the machine. 


Sales Tax Is 
Big Problem 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 12.—The coin- 
machine trade is seriously considering 
the new retail sales tax recently passed 
by the State Legislature. The problem 
is whether the operator is liable for the 
2% per cent tax on products sold thru 
his machines. Operators of pin games 
are also concerned, altho the act states 
that “this tax only applies in cases 
where an actual article or service is 
being sold and resold to the ultimate 
consumer.” 


The California law provides for col- 
lecting the tax on sales above 15 cents; 
operators of peanut and gum venders, 
making penny sales, are wondering 
whether the tax will apply to single 
sales Or tO a complete emptying of the 
machine. Operators of machines in 
apartments to vend gingerale, canned 
goods, etc., have already obtained a 
ruling on their machines and are pay- 
ing the tax. 


Operators’ associations thruout the 
State have endeavored to get legal opin- 
ion, and the result has been that where 
10 attorneys were consulted 10 different 
opinions have been obtained. The final 
ruling will probably be made by a group 
appointed by the governor, and it may 
be some time before a decision is ob- 
tained for the coin machines. Mean- 
time, most jobbers are playing safe by 
collecting the tax and operators are 
keeping close books on their collections. 


First Triple Jackpot 
To Be Announced Soon 


CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—O. D. Jennings 
& Company will announce three new 
games for August, it was stated at the 
factory yesterday. It was also stated 
that with the announcements of these 
machines the firm would launch the 
biggest advertising campaign in its his- 
tory. The firm also announced the 
opening of a New York office at 74 Var- 
rick street to better accommodate the 
Eastern trade. This office will bé in 
charge of G. F. Haley temporarily. 
Later Mr. Haley will organize other 
Offices in trade centers as a part of the 
expansion program now being launched. 


Jennings is announcing what is 
claimed to be the first large triple jack- 
pot machine with reserve. It is stand- 
ard size, modernistic in design and said 
to have 100 less parts than any other 
machine of its kind. It will be called 
the Jennings Century, celebrating a 
quarter century of JenniNgs history and 
also in keeping with A Century of 
Progress exposition. 

It is said that the Caille brothers, 
Detroit, have inspected the new jackpot 
and are so well pleased with it that 
their firm will distribute it.

j Business Improving 


The following news item published in 
The Chicago Journal of Commerce will 
be a good inspirational statement with 
which to start our column this week: 

“San Francisco, Aug. 7——A_ general 
business revival that will re-employ 7.- 
000,000 persons before 1934 was forecast 
by Henry I. Harriman, president of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce. 

“Rising prices and co-operation of 
firms with the NRA will bring about the 
improvement, he said, as he came here 
to attend western retailers’ trade con- 
ferences as a representative of President 
Roosevelt and the NRA. 

““Two million men who were unem- 
ployed March 4 now have jobs,’ he said. 
‘Prices have risen. Practically all in- 
dustries have submitted their codes. 
Child labor ‘has been abolished. Gen- 
eral commodity prices have moved ahead 
to such an extent that by the end of 
the year they will be practically nor- 
mal. I expect wages to move up cor- 
respondingly. If they don’t, the ine 
crease in prices will have been a failure. 

“*Part of the success so far has been 
psychological. On March 4, people were 
talking collapse. Now they are optimis- 
tic, looking forward to general improve- 
ments. 

“*The whole movement is being prn- 
moted by a series of short-term acts 
whick are largely experimental. I am 
convinced they will prove successful. 
From now on we have a planned 
economy, retaining the capitalistic sys- 
tem, with trade managing its own prob- 
lems, subject to government control.’” 


It is expected that codes will be the 
big news in the coin-machine business 
for a few weeks now. As this is being 
written, none of the codes being formed 
in our trade is available for considera- 
tion, aNd it is not my purpose to go 
into the business of suggesting matters 
that should be contained in the codes. 
Our news columns have suggested that 
the Kentucky Circuit Court decision on 
giving prizes and awards on skill games 
should be incorporated into at least one, 
or perhaps all of the codes of the in- 
dustry. This seems to be an oppor- 
tunity to capitalize on that decision, and 
perhaps make progress much more rap- 
idly than could be made in any other 
‘vay. Putting the court decision into 
the operator's code would not make law, 
but it would serve to advertise the de- 
cision as nothing else would. Wide ad- 
vertising of that decision would go a 
long way toward establishing a reason- 
able attitude toward skill games in other 
States. 


Two points may be stressed as the 
main objectives which are desired in the 
coin machine business: (1) A higher 
standard of prices for all types of ma- 
chines, and (2) An improvement in op- 
erating standards so that operating will 
become more of a real business. 

Practically all of the so-called evils 
in the trade can be simmered down to 
be included in these two objectives. 
More reasonable prices for machines will 
help in improving operating standards 
all over the country, and will stabilize 
the trade thruout as nothing else can 
do. It was 2 newspaperman at the 1933 
Coin Machine Exposition who remarked 
that “$100 tables could be bought for 
$17.50.” ‘There is no reason for raising 
prices to $100, but reasonable prices on 
machines will help both the manufac- 
turers and the operators. 


The trade is still vitally concerned in 
the general improvement of conditions 
all over the country. ‘There are two 
very interesting ideas in the background 
of the NRA movement at the present 
time. One is the effort to loosen up the 
cash salted away in banks and other 
places of reserve and deposit, and the 
other is 1 widespread study of costs in 
order to determine what is a fair stand- 
ard of prices on all products and also 
@ fair stancard of profit. The interest 
rate oN money was standardized long 
ago. Now an effort will be made to 
standardize costs and profits. 


Many observers of the NRA move- 
ment recognize that it cannot go very 
far unless something ‘s done to get the 
cash salted away in banks into circula- 
tion again. The country faces the fact 
that few firms, however creditable their 
records and assets may be, can secure 
funds from a bank today with which to

meet emergencies. This is a serious 
business matter, and we are assured 
that it is being carefully studied by 
those in authority. 


Perhaps one of the most valuable 
things ever done in the business his- 
tory of the nation is the thoro study 
being made in the background of the 
costs of procuction, sales, profits, etc., 
of practically every commodity in the 
country. The government will be armed 
with facts to meet profiteering in all 
its phases. It will also be able to show 
industries where their costs are out of 
proportion. Already it has been point- 
ed out that the overhead and distribut- 
ing costs of an automobile far exceed 
the total production cost. Government 
authorities are inclined to believe, there- 
fore, that the selling price of an auto- 
mobile can be reduced by cutting over- 
head and distributing expense. 

That is very interesting information, 
and the officials think that they will 
find similar conditions in many other 
industries. 


In the final working out of the NRA 
movement one of the big problems will 
be what to do with obsolescent machin- 
ery. Men are already at work trying to 
work out a scheme for used cars. The 
coin-machivre trade will be interested in 
all ideas and plans advanced for final 
disposition of used machines. 


. . 7 
Keep This in Mind 

We should remember that for the 
present all the NRA movement is doing 
is simply letting the members of vari- 
ous trade associations get together and 
write out a list of rules which they 
think should govern their own busi- 
ness; then the federal government will 
undertake to help enforce those rules, 
if acceptable. For several years now, 
every trade convention I have attended 
has been taken up with a lot of talk 
about trade ethics, rules were made, 
and then everybody went home. But 
pretty soon some member of the trade 
broke all the rules and then the rest 
had to do likewise. There was no au- 
thority to enforce any rules of any 
kind, so trade conventions were fre- 
quently laughed at. Now the NRA will 
undertake to change things by assisting 
trade associations to control unruly 
members. 

The idea is Not new; for several years 
a bill has been introduced and reintro- 
duced in Congress which would have 
authorized the federal government to 
assist trade associations in controlling 
unruly members and non-members. The 
New Deal suddenly put this law and 
many others into effect. 

In fact, practically every idea now 
being tried out has been discussed for 
years by leading authorities. We simply 
had to weit, -t seems, for the right time 
and the right man.

DETROIT, Aug. 12.—United Vending 
Company, with offices in the Penobscot 
Building, has about completed the ex- 
perimental period with its aspirin vend- 
ers and similar machines, according to 
Kenneth McGregor, attorney for the 
firm. The bank closing in Detroit 
Seriously delayed its plans previously to 
go ahead with the manufacture of ma- 
chines. The firm has weathered the 
storm satisfactorily. Carl Sichler, C. 
Herman Otte Jr. and Anton Waeschle 
are the men behind the enterprise. 

The Milburn Company, headed by 
M. C. Hirscrfield, is completing an 
experimental period of one year on its 
machines and is about to expand its 
organization. Several hundred ma- 
chines will be released to the operating 
trade generally very shortly, it is under- 
stood. The firm seems to be making 
quite a success with a private brand of 
hand lotion, altho no vending machine 
distribution is being used as yet. 

Sydney Rubenstein, Ajack’s Auto- 
matic Company, who has been ill, is 
now convalescing and is also liquidating 
the company. The Automatic Mer- 
chandiser Corporation has _ definitely 
given up its plans to enter the Detroit 
field. The company was operated from 
Boston and Troy, N. Y., using selective 
candy and cigaret venders. C. Gilbert 
Waldo managed the local operations. 


Dollar Exchange Opens 
Big Foreign Markets 


CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—Genco, Inc., was 
busy this week with plans for building 
up foreign trade, upon the receipt of 
an order for 500 table games to be 
shipped to England, according to re- 
ports. The firm’s advertising agency 
was consulting with the management 
in shaping a sales program. An order 
for 150 tables to be shipped to Holland 
was also reported. 

Genco is said to be taking fast steps 
to get its full share of the foreign 
market while the rate of exchange has 
the American dollar down low. The low 
rate of exchange at present makes it 
possible for distributors in foreign 
countries to buy coin machines in large 
quantities and resell at a profit. The 
tariff in Prance is reported to be an 
obstacle, but several other countries 
provide a good market for machines. 
The Genco Silver Cup is being featured 
to the foreign trade. 


Preparing Unique Plan 


FAYETTEVILLE, N. C., Aug. 12.—The 
Vending Machine Company, large dis- 
tributor of coin-operated machines here, 
is reported to be preparing a unique 
campaign catalog featuring the new 
Silver Cup pin game made by Genco, 
Inc., Chicago. Joe Calcutt, head of the 
firm, is a well-known business man 1lo- 
cally and has also built up a national 
distributing business in the coin ma- 
chine industry. 

He is reported to favor especially the 
skill feature in the new Silver Cup in 
making the double score pocket. 


Summer Business Means 
Busy Fall and Winter 


CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—An indication of 
the extra good business being enjoyed 
in the trade at this time Of year is seen 
in the report that Keeney & Sons, Inc., 
are running their plant night and day 
to meet the demand on the new Magic 
Clock. 

“Ordinarily at this time of year,” says 
Jack Keeney, “the demand for coin- 
operated games is at its lowest ebb. But 
this year it has surprised us all. We 
have orders for more than 10,000 Magic 
Clocks bocked in advance from our 
State distributors, and our problem at 
this time is one of production. 

“I am confident that the majority of 
manufacturers will enjoy another good 
fall and winter of business, especially 
those who bring out new ideas that are 
not merely adaptations of items of 
which the public is already tired. I 
think the coin-machine industry can 
look forward to a better season than 
the average industry, and this may be 
credited to the work of the manufac- 
turers to bring out new products and 
to the work of Operators and jobbers 
who keep on the job of promoting coin 
machines in new and untried locations.” 


Sales Tax Action Grows 
In Various Territories 


DETROIT, Aug. 12—State-wide oppo- 
sition to the retail sales tax from ali 
groups of people since the law went into 
effect July 1 indicates that the issue may 
soon get into the courts and be tied up. 
The Michigan law makes the sales tax 
direct and, therefore, collectable from 
the customer at the time of sale. The 
retailer is not allowed to absorb the txx, 
nor can he add it to the purchase pice. 
The tax was originally intended to ap- 
ply to retail sales only, but has since 
been interpreted to apply to all goods 
sold to the ultimate coNsumer. 

The Automatic Merchandisers’ Asso- 
ciation of Michigan is studying the sit- 
vation to determine how it will apply 
to merchandise and vending machines. 

The sales tax was overwhelmingly de- 
feated in Oregon, when submitted to a 
popular vote, by a vote of 156,647 to 
42,255 recentiy. 

A special session of the Utah Legisla- 
ture is considering a bill to raise the 
general retail sales tax, passed in 1933, 
to 2 per cent, and it is expected that 
the bill will pass. The plan will be, 
however, for no tax on any article un- 
der 25 cents. 

California retailers are considering 
plans for passing their sales tax of 2 
to 3 per cent on to the consumer, on 
purchases of five cents and up. 


Goebel Sales Manager 
Of Mich. Musical Firm 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Aug. 12. 
Eugene S. Goebel, formerly with a 
broadcasting station in Philadelphia and 
later with Westinghouse, has been ap- 
pointed sales manager of the Automatic 
Musical Instrument Company here. 

Goebel was secretary-treasurer of the 
Western Michigan Music Company and 
State Distributors, Inc., and during the 
past year has been radio manager for 
Grinnell Brothers. He served a term as 
president of the Michigan Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce.

PORTLAND, Ind., Aug. 12. — G. B. 
Clawson’s Arcade, formerly with the Til- 
ley Amusement Company and now with 
the J. C. Weer Attractions, has one of 
the neatest lineups in the Middle West. 

In- 
cluded are punching bag, several elec- 
tric devices, five or six girl picture ma- 
chines, fortune-telling machines, card 
and comic machines, peanut machines, 
talking machines and various others. 

The company just played the Jay 
County Fair here. Mrs. Clawson has 
charge of making change in the Arcade. 
The troupe jumped to this city from 
Joliet, Til.

Carl W. Dipmen, editor of The Grocery 
Trade News, defines a super market as 
follows: 


“A super market is a concern that 
specializes in retailing groceries; usually 
handles other merchandise on a conces- 
sion or side line basis; operates On 4% 
cash and carry plan; uses a price appeal; 
generally employs loss leader methods; 
employs at least 15 people; is generally 
located in a building of at least 6,000 
square feet, and usually is situated in 
a section outside the down-town shop- 
ping area.” 

According to the definition, it will be 
seen that these new stores have plenty 
of space, encourage more leisure in gro- 
cery stores, and for those reasons may 
make use of amusement machines.

Coin Device With Gauge Indicator 
In Patents Announced During J uly 


CHICAGO, Aug. 12.—Recent patents 
heretofore reported in the coin-machine 
news columns of this publication but 
not previously considered in detail in- 
clude No. 1,918,737, covering a News- 
paper or magazine vending machine, 
granted to W. B. Brunton, Winnipeg. 
This is a box-shaped machine which 
apparently accepts the folded news- 
papers lying flat and vends the lower- 
most paper in the stack by means of a 
carriage in the floor of the vender, 
actuated when the customer deposits 
his coin and turns a lever on the side. 
The vender has means to reject wrong 
coins and also closes when papers are 
all sold. The original machine was con- 
structed to sell 5-cent papers. (Patent 
granted July 18, 1933.) 


R. A. Hennings, of New Orleans, ob- 
tained a patent (1,918,749) on a game 
which, while not indicated as coin- 
operated, might have something of in- 
terest to the trade. It uses a plunger 
and marbles or balls and the table has 
an inclined board. The patent papers, 
however, do not indicate anything of 
special interest. 


William F. Beatty, Woodside, N. Y., 
Obtained a patent July 18 (1,918,892) on 
a table baseball game. Since various 
baseball games have been placed on the 
market, they are always of definite in- 
terest to the trade. The game in 
question apparently offers as its unique 
feature a system for lighting a tiny 
bulb to indicate the various plays made. 
Flashlight batteries are used in the 
machine. A “lazy tong” mechanism is 
used for the lighting of the bulb to 
indicate plays. 

Fred R. Belt, Chicago, obtained a 
patent on a@ device for dispeNsing single 
cigarets (1,918.956, July 18, 1933) which 
might be of come interest to vending- 
machine men. The dispenser is in- 
tended primarily for attaching to the 
dash or instrument board of an auto- 
mobile. The small size, however, and 
the mechanism used for feeding and 
dispensing single cigarets might be 
suggestive in the development of coin- 
operated devices in this field. The 
curved trough arrangement at the bot- 
tom of this device seems to be its spe- 
cial feature; the bottom is so curved 
and of such a size that a single cigaret 
naturally falls into this dispensing 
channel. 

Fight pages of drawings are used to 
indicate the vending machine patented 
by Harvey Giles, Brcoklyn, and assigned 
to the Collier Advertising Service, Inc., 
New York. (1,919,017, July 19, 1933.) 
The inventor claims to have improved 
the coin actuating mechanism and also 
the means to prevent the machine from 
being robbed without depositing a coin. 
It is intended to vend chocolate almond 
bars. The candy bars are stacked 
horizontally and the lowermost bar is 
pushed forward when a purchase is 
made. The inventor seems to have 
aimed chiefly at preventing robbery of 
the contents of the machine. 

Julius Cuchran, Chicago, claims some 
novel features for a bowling game, such 
as an effective ball projecting plunger, 
novel means for returning the ball after 
each play, and particularly a novel 
means for controlling the pin-spotting 
mechanism by the plunger. Control of 
the pin-spotting arrangement is_ set 
forth as the main feature. (1,919,094, 
July 18, 1933.) 

Gust Poulas, Cleveland, claims the 
invention of a device for preventing 
iron and steel slugs entering slot ma- 
chines. His device consists of a magnet 
fixed with one of the poles stationary 
beside the coin slot and a pivoted mag- 
netic bar or stop fixed between the 
poles. When a magnetic slug is inserted 
this pivoted bar swings out of line and 
out across the slot opening to stop the 
entrance of the slug. The magnet and 
stop bar are incased in a nonmagnetic 
box of such size and shape as to be 
inserted in any slot machine, according 
to claims. (1,919,478, July 25, 1933.) 

C. F. Webb, Middlesex, England, pat- 
ented a coin freed mechanism and 
assigned patent to the Bell Punch Com- 
pany, Ltd. The invention is said to be 
an improvement for checking the pay- 
ment of coin fares, admission fees, etc., 
on transportation systems, theater seats 
and the like. It contains an indicator 
and is adaptable to devices where money 
is paid for services, either for a certain 
period of time or over a certain pre- 
arranged distance. This appears to be a 
very interesting mechanism designed to 
accept one or more coins and to in- 


dicate automatically how much service 
is to be given in return for the coins 
deposited. It is suggested that the in- 
dicator means may be arranged on @ 
bus so that the driver may see how 
much service or distance a passeNger is 
entitied to and when the fare is all 
used up. The indicator means seems 
to be the special feature of this patent. 
(1,919,581, July 25. 1933.) 

F. P. Swallow obtained a patent on a 
cup dispensing container which has 
been assigned to the U. S. Envelope 
Company, Springfield, Mass. It is an 
improvement over a previous patent to 
adapt the device to dispensing the new 
open-mouth flat paper cups. (1,919,605, 
July 25, 1933.) John M. Melick ob- 
tained patent No. 1,919,799, assigned to 
Bell Telephone Laboratories, Inc., which 
covers a device for making the cash box 
cn pay telephones more secure against 
robbery. 

C. Smith, Chicago, obtained patent 
No. 1,919,963 on July 25, which covers 
a coin-packaging device. This patent is 
to follow up his patent No. 1,908,565, 
issued May 9, 1933, covering a coin- 
counting device. The new packaging 
aid is a device which holds the tubular 
coin wrappers in place so that the coins 
are stacked in the wrapper as they come 
from the counting device. It is then 
only necessary to close the ends of the 
wrapper, hence the invention is a time 
saver. (Courtesy Threedy & Cannon, 
1246 Conway Building, Chicago.)

a result of alleged conspiracy by film 
firms to force him out of business thru 
blacklisting methods. 

Defendants were the Fox Film Cor- 
poration, Universal Film Exchange, 
United Artists’ Corporation, RKO Dis- 
tributing Corporation, Tiffany Produc- 
tions, Inc., and Pathe Exchange, Inc. 

The motion for a new trial was based 
on charges that the amount of damages 
was unfairly computed and was too 
large, that the jury failed to give a fair 
trial and that Muller was not entitled 
to recover anticipated profits because 
of the change in business conditions 
after 1929. Muller filed the suit after he 
charged he had been blacklisted and 
lost his case before the Indiana Film 
Board of Arbitration. Under the Sher- 
man Act, he would have received triple 
the amount awarded him in punitive 
damages. The original suit asked $600,- 
000 damages.

signed are the Joe Morris Music Com- 
pany and Joe Davis Music Company, 
both of whom are not members of the 
Music Publishers’ Protective Association. 
It is believed that the first-mentioned 
concern, which is holding out On ac- 
count of the clause forbidding publish- 
ers to attend opening and closing 
nights of band leaders at resorts, will 
fall into line shortly, since Warners, 
controliing several large publishing 
firms, signed the code last week. 
Standard music publishers are greatly 
impressed with the popular publishers’ 
code and have adopted it unanimously 


as worthy of being co-ordinated with 
their own, which will be ready shortly. 
Standard music men have asked the 
Music Publishers’ Protective Association 
if it could so arrange its organization 
or form an affiliation which they could 
join. This is considered a tribute to 
the fine-working machine the MPPA 
has evolved under the leadership of 
John A. Paine, its chairman of the 
board. 

About 91 per cent of the signatures 
of the popular publishers will auto- 
matically make the code binding upon 
the 9 per cent that do not sign, altho 
as it stands it can be made to cover 
the industry.

licity as an innovation for the lighting 
of a circus tent, and a tally-ho coach 
used for transporting the people was 
claimed to be the only one used with 
any wagon show. In the advertising 
special mention was made that no street 
parade was promised or given. The ad- 
mission prices were advertised at 35 and 
25 cents, and performances both after- 
noon and night. James H. Dobbins was 
general contracting agent and George 
Fisher advertising agent for the 1880 
season. Mr. Fisher was later the part- 
ner of George Aikin in the Fisher & 
Aikin Circus. Like Mr. Aikin he was for 
many seasons identified with the John 
Robinson Circus. A son, who was brought 
up in circus business, Walter Fisher, 
was contracting agent for the Walter L. 
Main Circus season of 1894. 

Charles Bartine continued operations 
as a wagon show owner for more than a 
score of years after the 1880 tour. One 
of the well-known general agents who 
was head of the Bartine advance staff 
for a Number of years was L. C. Gil- 
lette. He came from the Whitney Fam- 
ily Show to Bartine, rose from bill- 
poster for Whitney to general agent for 
Charles Bartine, then to John H. Sparks 
Old Virginia Shows and later with 
Charlie Sparks as agent and advertising 
car manager. As late as 1927 he was 
general agent for King Bros.’ Gentry 
Show. Is now the owner of a farm, liv- 
ing in retirement near Pensacola, Fla. 
Charlie Bartine, after a very active ca- 
reer in circus business, eventually re- 
tired in the old Connersville, Ind., cir- 
cus community. “Bartine” was a pro- 
fessional name. The family name was 
Basore. A son in Connersville, an uncle 
in Franklin, O., and some relatives in 
Germantown still represent the Basore 
family.

machine at less than the established 

sale price. 

“This will, of course, tend to strength- 
en the position of the legitimate jobber 
so that he will eventually be a stronger 
selling asset for the manufacturer. The 
character of the present members of the 
new association is such that they 
should merit the confidence and co- 
operation of the various manufacturers. 
Under the able guidance of David S. 
Bond and his associates I predict a 
rapid growth of the NADA and that 
within a very few months the manu- 
facturers in this industry will be quick 
to appreciate the service which they are 
endeavoring to render the industry as a 
whole. 

“It would seem that some manufac- 
turers are under the misapprehension 
that the purpose of the NADA is in the 
nature of a monopoly with the power 
to discriminate in favor of one manu- 
facturer over another.
